Among the Republicans called 
in for advice were Col, -Bick Tuthill of the 
Fourth Ward, James Sullivan, Nick Mur- 
hy of the Fifth Ward, and “Long” Jones, 
Inited States Marshal. The last-named 
gentleman was very actively engaged with 
the committee all day, both in the meetings 
and outside. He was strictly non-communpi- 
eative to reporters, however. 


The Democratic Siates as Far as Made 
Out. 
The Democratic party managers were busy 


night—no, this morning—without having 
agreed on anything definit. It is acknowl- 
edged on all hands that Howard can get the 
nomination for Treasurer or City Clerk, 
whichever he lists to take. He has the 
primary judges, asoneof the machive men 
yesterday expressed, “dead to rights.” The 
Aldermanic ring, with the probable excep- 
tion of Cullerton, will support him hea: tily 
if he decides “to make the race.”

Another stery is that Grinnell is to go by the 
board. and that the ticket to be put up tomor- 
row will read Harrison for Mayor, Tom 
Brenan or John McMahon for Treasurer, 
Harry Rubens for Attorney, and Howard 
for City Clerk. One of the peelers“ said 
vesterday that the Democrats expected no 
Awmorican votes, and Americans were, there- 
fore, not entitied to any representation on 
the ticket. Someof the uninitiated Demo- 
crats began to urge yesterday that John W. 
Enright or Tom Brenan, iit nomi 
nated, would help to heal the 
breach caused by O’Connor’s nowina- 
tion, but these are regarded as 
most verdant, and quietly passed by as no 
good. Tosum up the maites, Howard holds 
a full hand, and will play his cards in the 
way his interests direct. The party leaders 
are urging him to haul off. He Will take 
their advice if he is fixed, otherwise not. 

The scramble tor the West and South 
Town oftices among the Democrats is quite 
lively. The City-Hall crowd will ceptrol the 
conventions and the numinations. Judge 
Moore may, at the instance of Carter, be 
nominated for Supervisor, though that is by 
no meaus certain, as a place must be made 
for a German, and the Hibernian candidates 
will divide between them the other offices. 
Jim O’Brien, John O’Brien, John Foley, and 
Tim Ryan are all candidates for Assessor, 
and Monear, the Frenchman. will hardiy get 
a vote outside of the Sixth Ward. ‘The office 
will probably 1 to Jim O’Brien. a City-Hall 
employé. O’Hare and Jim Bradley will 
fight for the Collectorship, and Joe Sokup 
will have to take the Clerkship or nothing. 
In the South Town Joe Mackin has trotted 
out Melvin McKee for Assessor, much to the 
disgust of Bill Fitzgerald, Everhart, and 
Mike Bransfield, of Bridgeport, who are all 
“after’’ the office; Col. Cleary will probably 
get the nomination for Collecter. Chester- 
Haid wants a respectable, high-toned, white- 
likened ticket, he says. The Clerkship will 
go to a Fifth-Warder, and the Supervisor- 
ship probably to Mose Wentworth or some 
otter First Ward silk-stocking. The ma- 
chine recognizes that no mere machine tick- 
et can beat the excellent one put up by the 
Republicans Friday. 


Sandbaggers Who Wil Not Keep Quict 
Until After Election. 
Mayor Harrison was congratulating him- 
self yesterday on the cold weather, which 
kept the snow and ice still remaining in the 
streets from thawing out and reducing the 
thoroughfares to a mass of filthy mud. “If 
it were warm weather,” said he, “there 
would bea how! and a shout about filthy 
streets that would be a pretty strong argu- 
ment against me. But the Lord is on my 
side, and will keep everything frozen up un- 
til after the 3d of April.“ 
The Mayor is lucky about the streets, and 
if he could only keep the footpads and sand- 
baggers in as good a condition, it would 
be well for him. Almost every other day of 
late the papers have found it necessary to 
chronicle some outrage committed upon a 
woman. One day it was Mrs. Beecher, who 
was knocked down and robbed on the North 
Side. Another day it was the daughter-in- 
law of ex-Mayor Heath, who was beaten and 
robbed on one of the chief West-Side streets. 
Last week it came the turn of the South 
Division. About 10 0’clock Friday morning 
the wife of Mr. Borner, General Western 
Agent ofthe Pennsylvania Railroad Com- 
pany, while walking along on the west 
side of Michigan avenue with two 
other ladies, on their way to the Van Buren 
street station to take the Hyde Park train 
was passed «Bog men, one of whom rushed 
upand grab Mrs. Borner’s pocketbook 
out o her hand, while the other stood be- 
side her in a threatening attitude until the 
man Who had the pocketbook could make 
his escape. As soon as he saw that his com- 
nion was clear, he also started off. The 
adies were so paralyzed by this unexpected 
a tack thatit was some little time before 
they were able to give the alarm, and by that 
time the robbers were out of sight and safe 
from pursuit. 

This robbery, like a majority of the other 
assaults which have recently been committed 
on women, was perpetrated in broad day- 
light. The police force on duty by day is 
admittedly very small. It isso simply be- 
cause @ the opposition of the Mayor and a 
majority of the Aldermen to a high license, 
which would add hundreds of thousands of 
dollars to the revenue, and enable the city to 
double or treble its present force. Just so 
long as the present Administration and the 
present policy continue will these outrage 
increase and muitiply. The only way that 
men can feel sure that their wives and 
daueters are safe from molestation on the 
publie streets in broad daylichtis to vote 
against the continuance in power of the 
present administration. 


The Citizens’ Association Defends Its 
Bill Previding for a Form of Govern- 
ment for Cook County. 

CITIZENS’ ASSOCIATION oF CHIcaGo, Ex- 
RcUuTIvVE CommMirrer, March %.—{Edi- 
tox ot the Tribune.|—The Executive Com- 
mittee of this association have directed me 
to reply, as briefly as possible, to the nu- 
meruus criticisms and objections which have 
appeared in the daily press relative to the 
proposed eonstitutional amendment now be-

A lively 
discussion raged for some time over the nom- 
ination of R. Z Herrick, of the Third Dis- 
trict, which was made by O. S. Favor, of the 
First, after Pullman had been nominated by 
the deleganon from his own district. It was 
stated and denied that Herrick would not ac- 
cept the nomination, that the First District 
had no right to nominate a man from the 
Third when the delegation from the Third 
had already nominated Pullman from their 
own district.

DORSEY ON THE STAND—A TRICK OF THE

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 26.—Two wit 
nesses were heard, and then Ingersoll called 
Stephen W. Dorsey to the stand. The Clerk 
was about to administer an oath, when Mer- 
rick arose and asked permission from the 
court to question the witness regarding his 
belief in its binding force. 

The request was granted, and Merrick in- 
quired if the witness regarded the oath as 
binding upon his conscience. 

Dorsey (fiercely shaking his finger at the 
gentleman) ,answered that the oath was as 


| bindmg upon him as upon Merrick. He re- 


garded it as binding upon his conscience. 

Merrick asked if, in taking the oath, the 
witness had in mind the effect of a failure to 
observe it upon his future state of reward 
and punishment. 

Instantly Ingersoll was upon his feet. 1 
object. Sit down,” said he to Dorsey, and 
then proceeded to deliver an impassioned ad- 
dress. He objected to the perpetration of 


try had passed that point. In nearly every 
State, in every civilized State, every man 
was allowed to testify, whether he believed 
in future punishment and a personal God or 
not. There was one defendant in the case 
whom the Government had taunted for a 
year for not taking the stand, and when he 
came here they sought to“ prevent his testi- 
mony, because he did not believe in their 
Jehovah.

allow such a procedure. The last time he 
had seen it tried was betore Judge Drum- 
mond at Chicago, and the Judge said the ex- 
amination concerned the matters of this 
werld. The witness was to testify about 
what he knew here. 

Merrick replied that the religion of nine 
teen centuries needed no defense from him. 
He was acting under rules of law. He re- 
ferred to Ingersoll's charge that the Govern- 
ment did not wish Dorsey to 8 and de- 
clared it untrue. What he did desire was 
that the court and jury might know what 
weight toattach to his testimony when he 
invoked the Supreme Being. ‘The witnesses 
were under obiigations of personal nonor 
and integrity, but in addition they had the 
obligation that they had invoked the justice of 
Heaven and the wrath of men if they faisi- 
fied, and the court and jury should have the 
witness’ opinion of the weight of that obliga- 
tion. He wanted to know if, in taking the 
oain. he felt his conscience was involved, 
and that there was an obligation to tell the 
truth. — from Greenleaf in support 
of his position. 

Ingersoll said if there was another world, 
and he had acted badly in this, he would ex- 
pect to fare —— there, and so he would ex- 
pect to fare well if he acted well here. He 
regarded the truth as the most sacred of all 
obligations. If he was on the stand, and all 
he held most dear was at stake, still would 
he be compelled to express his belief, and say 
he did not believe in a personal Deity, and 
there were many excellent, generous people 
of that belief. In the dark ages people were 
so given to lying that nobody was expected 
to tell the truth unless they were scared. 
The gentleman (Merrick) had quoted 
the law. Now laws were not always 
right. Many people believed many laws to 
be wrong, as there were maus laws that were 
not right. They had such laws under the 
old Inquisition with its thumb-screws, and 
racks, aud fires, and other hideous mon- 
strosities. They had laws against witches 
and wizards in the days when they dug up 
babies’ corpses and made ointment out of 
them, and in some States there were still laws 
that barred a man from tellmg the truth be- 
cause he did not believe as sume other man, 
or some Holy k, and this, too, after Dar- 
win had lived and died. There usedto bea 
law to make a man catch a. poor negro 
wowan with her child in her arms and give 
her back to bloodhounds and the lash. He 
hoped the court would not entertain the 
proposition.

HATTON WANTS IT--SO DOES BEN BUTTER-

WasuineTon, D. C., March 26.—[Special. | 
—The President will not formaily consider 
what action shall be taken as to the appoint- 
ment of a successor to Judge Howe until 
after the funeral, but the politicians here are 
already busy with their speculations. They 
do not limit their operations to the Post- 
Office Department, but include the Treasury, 
for it is a fact, known to those familiar with 
the subject, that Judge Folger cannot con- 
tinue his administration of the Treasury 
Departinent for the remainder of the Admin- 
istration in the manner in which ne has con- 
ducted it before. The great delay to pub- 
lic business has been called to the at- 
tention of the President by influential 
persons, and if Juage Folger does not him- 
self retire from the Cabinet, were can be 
little doubt that there will be a reorganiza- 
tion of the force under him. But the Presi- 
dent is not going to drivea man from his 
Cabinet who ison his sick-bed, and as to 
whose complete restoration to health there 
are still grave doubts. The person most fre- 
quently mentioned as the new Postmaster- 
General is Frank Hatton, the present active 
and energetic First Assistant. It is known 

Mr. Hatton has the President’s 
confidence, that he was the President’s 
personal choice for the sition 
which he now holds, and there can littie 
doubt that it the politicians did not interfere 
Mr. Hatton would now be the President’s 
choice. for promotion. The friends of some 
of the aspirants suggest that Mr. Hatton is 
too young, but he is as old as Mr. Lincoln, 
and the condition of the Treasuryepart- 
ment is a good illustration that age is not the 
best recommendation for executive office. 
Mr. Hatton’s connection with the National 
Republican newspaper in an active ca- 
pacity is also urged by the rival 
candidates against him, but Hatton’s friends 
say that if the President shall choose 
to promote him, he will sever his connection 
with the Republican. Chauncey I. Filley, of 
Missouri, who was so persistent an applicant 
for the position before it was tendered to 
Judge Howe, will undoubtedly again at- 
tempt to secure the place, but he will fail of 
his hopes. Possibly the most formidable 
opponent that Mr. Hatton has is ex-Repre- 
sentative Butterworth, of Ohio, and, it is 
said, will be very glad to get the office if he 
cau, and Ohio is not an absolutely certain 
Republican State, and is without representa- 
tion in the Cabinet.

CLAIMING THE DEAD. © 


Terrible Emotion Attending the 
Recovery of the Bodies at 
Braidwood. 


Anxious Crowds Gathered to Witness 
the Results of the Ghastl 
Search. | 
Heartrending Scenes at the Idertifica- 
tion of the Uusightly Re- 
malns.

Pitiable Excitement of the Widows and 
Orphans, PFrantio in Their 
Grief, 


Twenty-one Bodies -Reeovered—Bat Three Un- 
identified—The Search Still in 
Progress. 


Bnamwoop, III., March 26.—[Special.]— 
Promptly at midnight last night the explor- 
ing party, consisting of twelve men, made 
their way to the main shaft and were lowered 
to the bottom of the pit, where they at once 
began their search. The scene at the mine 
at this time was a weird and uncommon one. 
Across the prairie to the north could be seen 
long scattering lines of flames from the burn- 
ing grass which some one had lit, and which 
extended for over a mile. The night was 
dark overhead; no cheerful moon 
or beaming star sent its ray down 
upon the large, anxious crowd 
which had gathered and which surged 
in gloom about the black and portentous 
opening of the main shoft. Save the light 
from two torches which were placed near the 
entrance to the pit, no attempt was made to 
reveal to the anxious lookers-on the details 
of the raising of the bodies to the surface. A 
mysterious air surrounded the mine officials, 
who, with ashrug of their shoulders, held 
their peace and would not say anything con- 
cerning the progress of the search or how 
many bodies were found. The gloomy-look- 
ing morgue loomed up darkly in the glare of 
a torch, with its double-doors gaping 
wide, as though it were eager to receive the 
forms that were so dear to many of those 

10 gazed with a mixture of curiosity and 

rrow. 

FORTY COFFINS. 

At one end of this dead-house could be 
seen stacked up in rows the forty coffins 
which bad been brought down a few minutes 
before 12. The lights burned dim in the 
syuare-shaped room, and seemed unwilling 
to shed light on the terrible spectacle that 
was soon to be witnessed. The bell on the 
Catholic church, about a mile distant, 
had @searcely struck the hour of 12 
when a dark-looking, inysterious 
squad of men marched from the morgue and 
made their way, headed by the Sheriff, to- 
ward the hoisting shaft. They had hardly 
reached the mouth of the shaft before the 
cage shot from the depths and revealed to 
those who were near enough a long pine 
box with polished handles that glistened in 
the light of a lamp carried by the 
party. A silence followed. Not one of the 
party moved. The smoke from the burning 
grass of the prairie was wafted to- 
ward the shaft like funeral incense. 
The moon, which had been hid behind a 
cloud for some time, shone brightly, and re- 
vealed to the previously unconscious crowd: 
the true state of affairs. They saw then the 
box which contained the remains of some 
one, nobody could tell whe, but the horrible 
uncertainty raised the excitement of the by- 
standers to a high pitch, and it was with dif- 
ficulty that tne Sheriff and his party could 
prevent the corpse being taken from the 
hands of the party who took it in charge. 
At last. however, it was placed in 
safety upon upright rests in the morgue. 
The doors were bolted ta keep out 
the excited mob, and the lid of the Dox re- 
moved, disclosing the bloated and discolored 
features of a man about 40 years of age. The 
skin of the scalp had fallen off and revealed 
the skull in a hideous condition. The crowd 
outside were wild with excitement, and 
climbed up the sides of the building in their 
endeavors to see above the curtains that had 
been placed over the lower part of the 
windows. Excited men knocked and kicked 
upon the doors, in spite of the 
work of the Sheriff, and many threats 
were heard against the officials of 
the mine if the doors were not opened and 
the body presented to their view; but they 
were not allowedan entrance until three 
more bodies had been brought in and by at- 
tendants made ready for the work of identi- 
fication. 

IDENTIFYING THE DEAD. 

When at last the bodies had been washed 
and the coffins arranged in tiers the double 
doors were thrown open and the excited 


mob, hungry for a gratification of their curi- 


osity, rushed in and paused to look. A 
small, emaciated woman bent down 
over one of the bodies, carefully exam- 
ined the clothing, and was about to 
walk away when a ring firmly imbedded in 
the swollen flesh caught her eye. With a 
piteous moan she threw herself upon the 
coffin, and with hearirending utterance® 
identified the body as the remains of one of 
her relatives. It was with difficulty she 
could be persuaded to. leave the room, and 
then only by the promise that she should do 
whatever she chose with the remains as soon 


as the Coroner had viewed it and it had been - 


properly coftined. 

After this sorrowful incident no women 
were admitted to the building, but when an 
identification was made the relatives of the 
deceased were notified. The man who was 
first recognized, and by the woman, was 
Patrick Wall. 


The other two bodies were then identified : 


as those of John Johnson and John Huber. 
Assoon as the building could be cleared 
again the doors were closed and did not 
open untilan hour had passed, when the 
same party went to the shaft and removed in 
succession four more bodies, which were 
viewed and identified, except in one in- 
stance where the face was so badly crushed 
by a stone that recognition was impus- 
sible. Every thirty minutes after this 
bodies came to the surface, and 
by 6 o'clock a. m. nineteen bodies 
had been recovered and dressed for the 
coffins. The most ofthe bodies that were 
found after 2 o’clock were not identified by 
friends until 7 o’clock, when the doors were 
again thrown open and the waiting crowd 
allowed to rush in. 
TERRIBLE SCENES. 

At 9 o’clock the funeral train reached the 
Diamond from Braidwood, and before many 
were aware of the tact the coffins had been 
Inaded upon the stone flats and the face-lids 
unscrewed, so that the women might view 
and if possible identify any of 
those who were still unknown, 
Then it was that such scenes occurred 
as would rend the heart of any human creat- 
ure. A sorrowful-looking woman dressed 
in black, and supported by sympathizing 
friends, walked with wavering steps toward 
a coftin which was open at the end of the car, 
and which contained the form ot a man who 
in life was her husband. She was calm 
enough until she got a view of his discolored 
face and the hideous scar that crossed his 
forebead when she pushed aside the women 
who were with her, bent over the coffin, and 
in ahysterical manner moaned the name of 
the dead man. She raised her head and 
— at the sorrowful spectators who stood 
around. 

*Omy dear John! O God, why did you 
take him from me? 

Her sobs and emotion became so great that 
she was taken to the coaches that were at- 
tached to the train, and kept there until the 
Braindwood depot was reached. “John Dem- 
brosky”’ was the only legend on the plain 
white tag upon the end of the coin. 

Two small children were led by a friend to 
take a last look at their dead father, and one 
of them in its childish innocence pointed to 
the black face and asked: What is that?“ 
These were the children of Frank Kioss. 

AN AWFUL RIDE. 

When everything was ready, the faces cov- 
ered, the lids of each coffip serewed down, 
the mournug party were put on board the 
coaches, and the funeral train slowly began 
to move the bodies toward their last resting- 
place.

POLITICAL NEWS. 


New York Republicans Ready to 
Unite for the Common Wel- 
fare — Politics and the 
Tariff—Notes. 


New York, March 26.—[Special.}—Repub- 
lican leaders in this State, according to re- 
liable reports, are looking to a reconciliation 
of the party factions which have been at war 
for some time past. One of the most power- 
ful agents in bringing about this result is the 
communistic spirit shown by the present 
Democratic Legislature, coupled with its in- 
decent exhibition of partisanship and its 
reckless indifference to the public weal. 
Early in the season the great majority of in- 
dependent citizens of the State were under 
the impression that the Democratic adminis- 
tration would accomplish some good results, 
and as the Democracy had been given its 
power by the aid of just such voters, had 
made many promises of reform and good 
civil government, and demanded to be given 
a fair trial, they were content to undertake 
the experiment, but ten weeks have shown 
that the Democracy has instituted no single 
reform that can be dignified with such a 
name. It has shown thatitcan not control 
itself: that its rank and file are composed of the 
lowest strata of society; thatthe demands of 
its criminal and Bourbon elements cannot be 
satisfied except at the expense of good morals 
and good government, and yet those demands 
must be heeded else there is warfare in the 
Democratic camp. 

No measure that the party has introduced 
has had any otfMer object than the increase 
of salaries and the creation of new offices. 
Civil-service measures have been introduced 
and as promptly opposed, andthe party has 
set Its face against any measures looking to 
temperance legislation. Throughout the 
session there has been displayed a bigoted 
zeal in securing appropriations for Catholic 
institutions, and the exclusion of Protestant 
institutions from the same privilege, 

Unfortunately, Gov. Cleveland’s course 
has been such that there is little hope of his 
proving a check to the lawlesuess ot his par- 
ty associates. He is in the hands of his 
friends. is friends are the men who are 
planning and encouraging schemes to 
strengthen the partx bya division of the 
spoils. The independent voters long ago 
gave up the Governor, and paid to him the 
brief mortuary tribute, He's a dead fail- 
ure, 

CLOSING UP THE RANKS. 

These areonly a few of the reasons that 
have persuaded the Republicans of both fac- 
tions that the Democracy cannot be trusted 
to administer the affairs of this State, and, 
in consequence, the greater interests of the 
Nation. A reunion has been absolutely nec- 
essary to self preservation. The events of 
the last ten weeks- have brought the mem- 
bers of the party face to face with this im- 

rtaut fact. Thoughtful men, who have the 

nterests of the Republican party at. heart, 
are endeavoring to rescue it from the men 
that seemed so imminent three short 
months ago. The feelings of leaders have 
been communicated to followers, and a sen- 
timent, as remarkable for its strength as for 
its sudden growth, has been developed from 
one end of the State to the other, and all in 
the interest of harmony and reunion. It 
has found expression in those independent 
newspapers which most fiercely criticised 
the defects of the Saratoga Convention. 
The olive branch has been extended. The 
Democrats view it with alarm, and belittle 
its importance in every edition of their news- 
papers. ‘The discussion of reunion has dem- 
onstrated the existence. of a desire 
to accomplish it. The first step 
having proved successful, intelligence and 
＋— ought to have no great difficulty 
n paving a way for future concerted action. 
It is acknowledged that the matter is taking 
such shape that a conference of the leaders 
of both factions will become necessary at no 
distant date. At present there is little desire 
to discuss in public the details of a read- 
justment of differences.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 26.— [Special.] 
Regarding the work of Congress Senator 
Harrison says the Tariff bill will give satis- 
faction and relief to the peopie. When it 
came to reducing internal-revenue taxes 
there was nothing left to work on but the 
tobacco tax and bank taxes. These touched 
people more nearly than any other of exist- 
ing internal-revenue taxes. Another matter 
of relief which would be felt was the reduc- 
tion of the tariff on sugartothe extent of 
$11,000,000, One of the _ characteristic 
features of tariff debate in the Senate 
had been that atthough Southern Senators 
were very emphatie in demanding a general 
reduction of tariff duties, they were always 
ready to object whenever any article of 
home production, such as rice and sugar, 

sculiar to their own region was attacked. 

e believed this indicated if the next Con- 
gress attempted any further revision of the 
tariff they would be hopelesly divided among 
themselves—much more so than the 
publicans had been. One point worth keep- 
ing in mind regarding the attitude of the 
two parties upon the question was that the 
present bill would afford. relief from taxa- 
tion to the extentof not less $70,000,000, and 
as it was the first effort at reducing revenue 
in compliance with popular demand the 
Republican party was entitled to credit for 
whatever relief it afforded.

THE GERMANS AND THE CARY TICKET. 

The Staats-Zettung is opposing the Re- 
‘pubiican-Reform ticket, headed by Judge 
Cary, and, as nearly as we can gather from a 
leading article in yesterdays’s editition, for 
the following reasons: (1) Because the ticket 
represents in part a citizens’ movement in 
which a demand for an increased saloon- 
license was made; ) because Judge Cary 
was nominated by the Republicans instead 
of Monroe Heath; (3) because Mr. Drake, 
who is not on the city ticket, is a candidate 
for South-Town Collector; (4) because an 
lrish-American citizen is the nominee for 
City Treasurer and because the German- 
| American citizen on the ticket was not given 
a piace of more importance than thatof City 
Clerk. 

The German-American voters who are in 
the habit of reading the Staats-ZeiiwnG 
should weigh the force of these objections 
for themselves. 

I. The election or defeat of Judge Cary 
and his associates on the city ticket will not 
of itself assure or forfeit the opportunity for 
increasing the rate of saloon-licenses. That 
is a matter which will be determined by the 
Council. Judge Cary, as Mayor, would prob- 
ably cast his influence in favor of, as Mr. 
Harrison has always used. his official influ- 
ende against, a more adequate. license-fee ; 
but if the citizens’ movement, of which the 
Cary ticket is the outgrowth, shall be able to 
shape legisiation on the license question, the 
rate for whisky saloons will be double the 
rate assessed on beer-saloons, for that dis- 
tinction was made a conspicuous feature of 
the citizens’ platform. The Germans, as a 
class, cannot reasonably antagonize such a 
distinction, which, indeed, has been insisted 
upon by their representatives in local poli- 
ties. As to the general question of higher 
license, the Stauts-Zeitung itself has admit- 
ted on more than one occasion that the sa- 
loons of Chicago are unnecessarily and dan- 
gerously numerous, and, in a general way, 
that the rate of license should be increased 
if it can be done fairly. The distinction be- 
tween the sale of beer alone and the sale of 
all kinds of intoxicating liquors, as sug- 
gested by the citizens’ movement, is cer- 
tainly as fair a basis as can be devised, for 
the sale of strong drink in excess is at least 
twice as injurious to the city’s interest as 
the sale of beer, and ought to be discouraged 
by twice as high a license, Unless the Ger- 
mans are opposed to increasing the license 
altogether, and as a class in favor ot encour- 
aging the existence of a number of saloons 
greatly in excess of the convenience and de- 
mand of the drinking classes, they ought to 
approve of the suggestion made by the citi- 
= movement. 

2. The nomination of ex-Mayor Heath was 
out of the question on account of his health. 
He said to his triends that if he should assume 
the duties and cares of the office he feared he 
would not outlive his term. To nomihate 
him in such a condition would have been an 
act of selfish cruelty. On the other hand, 
the Staats-Zeitung, in the very article which 
virtually condemns the ticket, concedes that 
Judge Cary is in every way a “ respectable, 
estimable man,” of “excellent judgment 
and extended experience,” and in his per- 
sonal views and habits in no way narrow or 
*muckerish.’ “ The excellent average of Ger- 
man citizenship in Chicago warrants the be- 
lief that the Germans will be giad to have 
just such a man as that elected Mayor. Such 
a chardcter as the Staats-Zeltung gives 
Judge Cary is an assurance that he will neyer 
use his influence to introduce Puritan meth- 
ods into the City Government, but it is 
equally an assurance that he will refuse to 
prostitute the licensing power to the thugs, 
plug-uglies, gamblers, roughs, and prosti- 
tutes who run the low dives on State, Clark, 
and West Madison streets and other notorious 
districts. Wedo not think the Getmans as 
a class will regret to see such vile resorts 
closed out. 

3. Mr. Drake is not a candidate on the city 
ticket. If he be elected again the Assessor 
of South Chicago he will be found ready, as 
he has been heretofore, to meet the Assessors 
of the West and North Divisions on an agreed 
basis for an increase in the assessed values 
of Chicago property as a means for raising 
more taxes.

Some- 
times it has seemed to be enormous, and at 
other times insignificant; it depends, prob- 
ably, upon the justice of its cause. In the 
present instance there is a struggle for a 
cleaner Government, in which there js reason 
to believe that the great mass of Germans 
are as much interested as the Americans. 
The Staats-Zcitung may succeed in mis- 
leading some of them for purposes of its 
own, and these citizens, under a misappre- 
hension, may help to extend the present city 
rule; but German. property-owners, German 
women and families, and German homes 
will suffer equally with others from an ex- 
tension of unclean government.

_ JUDGE CARY’S PLATFORM. 

The meeting at the Grand Pacific Hotel last 
night for consultation as to the best means 
to promote the election of Jadge Cary was 
largely attended. One of the speakers justly 
said that if a call for a meeting for consul- 
tation only could bring forth such fruits, an 
assemblage summoned for action and discus- 
sion should have a splendid success, 

Judge Cary himself addressed the meeting, 
and took occasion to announce his adhesion 
to the Independent platform, including the 
high-license part of it, in the most emphatic 
terms. Hesaid that he had never been ac- 
customed to occupy an equivocal position on 
any public question, and he believed it was 
due to those whose suffrages he was demand- 
ing that he should be candid and plain-spoken 
now. He was in sympathy with the Inde- 
pendent movement from the beginning; he 
indorsed and approved the Apollo Hall plat- 
form and the resolutions of the Battery D 
meeting when they were formulated; he ap- 
proves and indorses them now. He was for 
high license before he was nominated; he is 
for high license and all that the term implies 
now. Heis for even a broader platform, em- 
bracing the principle of high license and con- 
templating the strict reguiation of all places of 
vicious resort; he is, in short, for good 
government,” not in the theoretical and 
visionary sense in which the present Mayor 
and his adherents employ that term, but as 
einbodied in practical measures of municipal 
reform which time has suggested and expe- 
rience has demonstrated to be wise. Mr. 
Cary made an excellent impression on the 
persons present, and left no room for doubt 
that whether elected or defeated he will 
come out of the canvass with his manhood 
and self-respect unimpaired and the good 
opinion of allof his fellow-citizens for whose 
good opinion he ought to care. 

The part’ of his speech more important 
even than that which related to the issues 
of the campaign was that which directed at- 
tention to the organized efforts at fraud in 
the Democratic strongholds of the city. Mr. 
Cary is confident, and impressed those who 
heard him with the betief, that Carter Har- 
rison can never again be elected Mayor of 
Chicago by honest votes. The necessity for 
ballot-box stuffing has been so far recog- 
nized by his supporters that they have pre- 
pared the way for it on an enormous scale. 
In scores of precincts where the Republicans 
poll a vote at least respectable in numbers 
and in character they have been 
given no representation in the appointment 
of judges. The judges and clerks in the 
Fifth Ward, for example. are exclusively 
Democratic, and the state of affairs in several 
of the other wards is scarcely better. We 
have referred to this subject in another arti- 
cle, from which it will be seen that if the 
Republicans are to achieve success in the 
coming election they must devote their atten- 
tion very little to resolutions and mass-meet- 
ings from this time out, and must organize 
for the protection of the ballot- box and the 
assertion of their rights as citizens at the 
polls.

DOWN WITH OUR VICIOUS MASTERS. 

Mr. W. P. Rend, a well and favorably- 
known Irish citizen, follows the lead of THE 
TRIBUNE in urging that in the pending May- 
oralty contest a distinction be made between 
Harrison the man and Harrison the politi- 
cian. He says: In his private life Harrison 
is a genial, whole-souled, honorable gentle- 
man; but in political lite he is an irrepressi- 
ble demagog, and deserves to be flayed 
alive.” Assuming this characterization to 
be just, it shows conciusively the propriety 
of placing where it belongs the responsibility 
of the transformation of Mr. Harrison from 
“a genial, whole-souled, honorable gentle- 
man” into “an irrepressible demagog.“ 
This responsibility rests with the masters, 
not the man. It is then with the masters 
that we have to deal—those who have robbed 
Mr. Harrison of those high qualities which 
distinguish the good citizen and transformed 
him intoa “demagog,” forced to do their 
bidding. The slave should be pitied, not de- 
nounced. 

For four years Mr. Harrison has worn the 
fetters of servitude, and each year the fetters 
have been tightened. Each year his mas- 
ters — the disorderly classes, the gai- 
blers, the confidence men, the thieves, 
the pickpockets, the habitués of Sa- 
loons, the street-robbers, and the prostitutes 
—have strengthened their hold upon his Ad- 
ministration. When he entered upon the 
duties of his office he declared that he would 
try to be the best Mayor Chicago ever had.“ 
How lamentably he has failed of his high 
purpose is now known to every citizen of 
Chicago. It was only on Saturday morning 
last that he expressed the wish that the Re- 
publican Convention and the Committee of 
Twenty-five would nominate him, so that he 
might have the benefit of the counsel of good 
men in the conduct of his Administration. 
This shows that Mr. Harrison desires to be 
freed from the control of the vicious. erimi- 
nal class. He would prefer a different 
class of masters, but he is powerless to free 
himself, Mr. Rend declares that for this 
weakness’ Mr. Harrison “deserves to be 
flayed alive.“ This is a harsh judgment. 
His masters deserve to be unmercifally 
scourged for converting an honorable pri- 
vate citizen into a truckling official demagog. 

It goes without saying that the rule of the 


| classes who have made Harrison's Adminis- 


tration what it is means the ruin of every in- 
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terest that good citizens — dear. Mayor 
Harrison is merely an instrument in their 
hands. He is no longer a free moral agent, 
He would break away from them if he could, 
but he is powerless either to save himself or 
to administer the Governments in the interest 
of the better elements of the community. 
The high qualities he formerly displaved as 


an honoravle private citizen are paralyzed 


by contact with the vicious classes who have 
constituted themselves his masters. 

No language is strong enough in which to 
characterize the villainy of these masters of 
an otherwise worthy man. They have 
robbed him of all the higher attributes of 
manhood. Step by step they have led him 
away from his respectable associates, slowly 
but surely poisoning his mind against those 
good counsels which he regrets he is power- 
less to avail himself of in the conduct of the 
Government. His better nature may revolt 
at such base association, and he may struggle 
to free himself, but the more he struggles 
the more deeply he wil! be involved. 

Let the good people of Chicago rise as one 
man to meet the peril of the hour. The con- 
test is between the law-abiding classes on the 
one side and the Jawless classes on the other. 
Let the vicious classes no longer be per- 
mitted to hide their infamy behind a Mayor 
whose hands they have tied and whose 
tongue they have silenced, and so reduced 
the man to a debasing servitnde. 

The real. issue is not between the order- 
loving, law-abiding citizens and Harrison, 
the “genial, whole-souled, honorable” 
private citizen, but between them and the vi- 
cious classes who have transformed him, as 
Mr. Rend says, into an “irrepressible dem-

PACKING THE WARDS. 

The manner in which the Democratic 
Council has packed the wards with judges 
and clerks of theirown party, and in many 
instances with the most dishonest aud dis- 
reputable of their blowers and strikers, shows 
that they are determined to run their candi- 
date in rough-shod over any majority which 
the friends of law, order, public decency, 
and good government can poll. Against 
such odds, the strongest candidate will have 
a hopeless chance uniess some means are 
found to thwart the dishonest counting and 
voting which this infamous scheme implies. 

The Second Ward has five precincts, but 
there are only two Republican judges out of 
fifteen, andno Republican clerks. The Fifth 
Ward has thirteen precincts and not a single 
Revublican judge or clerk, thus giving the 
Democrats an open field for dishonest. work 
and the opportunity to make their majority 
as large as is requisit to overcome strong 
Republican wards, like the Third or Fourth, 
The Sixth Ward is in better shape than the 
Fifth, but it is not as well protected against 
fraud as it should be. In the Seventh Ward 
the packing has again been made solid. The 
entire list of judges and Clerks in its ten 
precincts is made up of Democrats, and the 
Eighth Ward is almost as badly off. The 
Ninth Ward has one judge who is a Repub- 
lican out of twelye and not one Republican 
clerk. The Seventeenth Ward has but three 
Republican judges out of eighteen and no 
Republican clerks. The flagrant injustice of 
such an apportionment as this is so apparent 
that it hardly needs indicating. The purpose 
of itisequally apparent. It is a menace to 
the law-abiding and taxpaying citizens who 
have risen, without regard to party, to re- 
form the Government of the city by rescuing 
it from the hands of the disreputable classes 
that no candidate they have selected shall be 
chosen. 

With sueh an apportionment as this, with 
the strong Democratic polls monopolized by 
Democratic judges and clerks, Carter Harri- 
son is warranted in complacently laying back 
and boasting that he will be elected by a larger 
majority than he has ever had before. It is as 
plain an announcement that fraud is intended 
as if it were publicly deciared by the Demo- 
cratic managers. Harrison’s bummers and 
saloon men are warranted in the boasts they 
are openly making on the streets that he will 
have the election, because they have control 
of the Vemocratic precincts and are the re- 
turning board. If fraud were not intended, 
there would have been no objection to giving 
the Kepublicans their fair representation at 
the polls in those precincts. With Demo- 
crats to judge of the qualifications of voters, 
to pass upon challenges, to receive and de- 
posit the votes, and to count and manipulate 
the returns at their leisure. nuwatched by 
Republican scrutiny, no limit can be placed 
to the dishonesty which will be practiced. 
However large may be the majorities polled 
by citizens for the Reform and Republican 
candidates, itis within the power of these 
Democratic Returning Boards to offset them 
with manufactured majorities to any req- 
uisitamount. If the Aldermen had claimed 
the prerogative of appointing Democratic 
judges and clerks in their wards and. had 
selected fair and honest men, even then the 
apportionment would have been partisan 
and unjust, but they have not done even this. 
It is the saloon element, the gamblers and 
disreputable classes, and the lowest political 
vagabonds in the city who will make the bit- 
terest part of the fight against reform. It ts 
these elements which dominate the present 
Administration, and it is by their sufferance 
that Carter Harrison and his crowd are in 
office. It is to them that they must look for 
reéiection. Consequently itis to them that 
the control of the ballot boxes has been 
given. It goes without saying what they 
will do with them. ‘They will hesitate at no 
fraud or corrupt means to overcome the ad- 
verse majorities. There is all the more rea- 
son, therefore, why Republicans should be 
on the alert and devise some means to thwart 
these unscrupulous custodians of the ballot- 
box. In à falr and square fight with Harri- 
son and his unsavory crowd of followers 
there is no question that they would be 
routed by a large majority, but if they are 
allowed the control of the whole election 
machinery in Democratic wards, unwatched 
and unchallenged, then Carter Harrison will 
be elected, and it is with this advantage in 
view that he is now making his boasts. The 
danger is an imminent one, and the Repub- 
lican and, reform leaders will not do wisely 
if they disregard it. 


ELECTION AND THE CITY- 
HALL SCHEME. 

The proposition before the Legislature to 
authorize the collection in Chicago of 
$600,000 or $700,000 taxes over and above 
the 2 per cent limit fixed by law upon the 
pretext that such a course is necessary for 
the completion of the City-Hall has a close 
connection with the approaching city elec- 
tion. It is evidently the bond which has 
transformed the Staats-Zeituny from a Re- 
publican newspaper into an advocate of Car- 
ter Harrison's reélection. Mr. Frank Adams, 
Corporation Couusel, has been at Spring- 
field representing the Harrison Administra- 
tion along with Mr. Anton Hesing, the prin- 
cipal owner of the Staats-Zeitung. Mr. 
Adams has been working up the Democratic 
membersin favor ot the scheme, while Mr. 
Hesing has been using his influence as a 
Republican among the Republican members 
in the same direction. The Harrison Admin- 
istration would like very much to have more 
money to spend, and Mr. Hesmg and the 
Staats-Zeitung would like very much to 
have the new City-Hall, located not far from 
the Staats-Zeitung, finished and occupied at 
the earliest possible moment. In addition to 
these considerations both pagties desire that 
provision be made for the completion of the

levy in order to say that there will then de ho 


need for additional revenue from an iu- 


creased license system. The suecess of the 
scheme will thus answer acommon purpose, 
Of course it is of no consequence to the 
Harrison Administration or tna Staats-Zet- 
tung, but the fact remains that there is no 
reason for special taxation in this case. 
There is nearly $200,000 available for pro- 
ceeding with the work on the City-Hall this 
year out of the genéral taxes. Of the $240,000 
raised for the Bridgeport pum ping-works, 
$50,000 remain, whieh may be expended on 
the City-Hall, sinee the pumping-works are 
completed. If $140,000 could be spared out 
of the taxes one year and $100,000 more the 
next year for the pumping-works, it will be 
possible to spare the same amount for City- 
liall work next year when tiere will be no 
demand for additional pumping-works. 
Hence the city has ample resources for com- 
pleting the City-Hal! without asking the Leg- 
islature to break down the bart ler which the 
law has set up between the taxpayers and 
taxeaters, and thus establish a precedent 
which may lead to municipal bankruptcy. 
There is one thing which the present af- 


finity between the Harrison Administration 


and the Staats-Zeitung ought to suggest to 
the Republican mem bers of the Legislature. 
Mr. Hesing has no claim to their votes on a 
party basis. His personal desires and inter- 
ests chould not appeal with any special force 
to the Republicans in the Legislature while 
he and his newspaper are engaged in an 
effort to extend the power of Harrison and 
the Democratic machine over the City Gov- 
ernment in opposition to the best elements 
of society. Whatever motives may prompt 
Mr. Hesing and the Staats-Zeitung to urge 
the repeal of the tax-limit in favor of the 
new City-Jiall. the indication that they. in- 
volve the support of the Harrison machine 
should warn the Republicans in the Legis- 
lature against being caught in the trap 
which has been set for them. 
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EDUCATIONAL REFORM IN MASSACHU- 
SETTS. 

The “General Court” is in session in the 
Old Bay State. It has had a “tussle” with 
the subject of manual training in the public 
schools. The friends of educational reform 
petitioned the General Court to amend the 


‘school statute so thatif any school commit- 


tee desired to put manual training into th€r 
school they should have the power to do so, 
and have the subject taught as a regular 
study. The petitioners were heard by the 
Committee on Education, and they made 
their case so strong that a unanimous revort 
was secured in favor of the bill pending, 
which provided for the effectuation of the 
prayer of the petition. 

Ten days ago the bill came before the 
House and evoked avery animated discus- 
sion. A friend of the measure writes: 
Lou should have heard the Butler horny- 
handed sons of toll pitch into the bill. They 
fell foul of it tooth and nail, and in spite of 
some able speeches in its favor the bill was 
lost by a vote of 88 to 66. I saw in this dis- 
cussion more clearly than ever the difficulties 
that are in front of us, and the vast amount 
of ignorance to be overcome.” The corre 
spondent proceeds: Think of an argu- 
ment on this ground bya laboring man: 
The introduction of the use of tools is only 
another attempt to deprive the poorer classes 
of a good education; itis simply an attempt 


to overload the course of studies in the 


schools so that children shall not learn any- 
thing; so that the poor may be made poorer, 
while the children of the rich, having a good 
time in the public schools, may have their 
thought and health preserved for higher or 
special education.’ This was a new way of 
putting an argument against kindergarten 
and industrial training.“ 

The correspondent is in error. It was an 
old way of putting a very old argument. It 
was the blind protest of ignorance against 
the spirit of progress. It was the old answer 
of the Inquisition to Galileo upon the an- 
pouncement and defense of his great dis- 
covery. He was summoned to Rome, and 
“aecused of having taught that the earth 
moves, that the sun is stationary, and of 
having. attempted to reconcile these doc- 
trines with the Scriptures.” Bruno had 
been driven to and fro over the face of the 


' civilized world, and finally burnt in the year 


1600 for teaching the system of Copernicus. 
Having the fear of Bruno’s fate before his 
eyes Galileo recanted and promised neither 
to publish nor defend his great discoveries. 
But his love of science overcame his fear of 
oppression, and in 1682 he published his 
“System of the World.” Again he was sum- 


anoned before the Inquisition, which was des- 


tined forever after to torment and persecute 
him. He was driven to his knees before the 
Cardinals, consigned to prison, and tortured 
to blindness. After his death in prison at 
the age of 77 years, his right to make a will 
was disputed, his body was denied burial in 
consecrated ground, and his friends were 
prohibited the privilege of raising a monu- 
ment to his memory in the Church of Santa 
Croce in Florence. 

Eighteen hundred years ago a Roman Em- 
peror retused to sanetiou the use of improved 
machinery in the prosecution of a great pub- 
lie work on the ground that it would deprive 
the poor of employment. 

In 1663 a Dutchman. erected a sawmill in 
England, but the hostility of the workmen 
compelled its abandonment. More than a 
hundred years elapsed before the second saw- 
mill was put in operation in England, and 
that was destroyed by hand-sawyers. 

The Flemish weavers who introduced im- 
proved weaving machinery into England in 
the seventeenth century were met by pro- 
tests. One of these protests, addressed to 
Parliament, represen that the FlenNsh 
weavers had made so bould as to devise en- 
gines for working of tape, lace, ribbin and 
such like, wherein one man doth more 
among them than seven Englishe men can 
doe, so.as their cheap sale of commodities 
beggereth all our Englishe artificers of that 
trade and enricheth them.“ | 

A little more than a hundred years ago, in 
England, when the Sankey Canal, six miles 
long, was authorized, it was upon the ex- 
press condition that the boats plying upon it 
should be drawn by men only. 

Illustrations of the vis inertie of ignorance 
might be multiplied indefinitly. Ignorance 
reverences the past. Ignorance never doubts. 
Ignorance is content; perfectly satisfied 
with its own knowledge, if the paradox may 
be allowed, it never attempts to increase it. 
But itis suspicious. In every effort to en- 
lighten it discovers a conspiracy to under- 
mine. Ineapable of the intellectual effort of 
inquiry, it stagnates, and regards as a dead- 
ly enemy him who seeks to disturb the seren- 
ity of its muddy pool. 

“Avaunt, get thee hence!” en the 
horny-handed Butierite to the reformer who 
offers to his son an opportunity to acquire at 
the public eharge a knowledge ef the ele- 
ments of tools by the use of which, nine. 
chances to one, he must earn his bread. The 
ignorant Butlerite would rather his son 
should starve asa lawyer or doctor than 
earn an honest living as a mechanic. In the 
proposition to give his son an opportunity to 
lay the foundation of 4 thorough knowledge 
of mechanies in the public school, at the 


public charge, he sees only a purpose to keep 


him in the station in which he was born. He 
does not realize that this is the iron age, the 
age which pays a preniium—the highest 
premium—on mechanical skill; the age 
which bows lovart and science, and says ad- 
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ag, hombly—to the masters in 
a Go up higher! 

The rich men of St. Louis are sending their 

sons to. Dr. Woodward’s manual-training 


school paying for the privilege—but the 


Massachusetts Butlerite declares hotly that 
he will not have his son ed in that way 
for nothing. Not he. It is trick, he de- 
clares, to keep the poor man down, to make 
him poorer, while the rich man’s son is 
strengthened by work at the bench and the 
anvil for higher flights in the future. 

There is, however, a grain of encourage- 
ment in the result of the educational-reform 
movement in Massachusetts. In favor of 
educational reform there is the unanimous 
report of the Educational Committee, and in 
the House its recommendation was only de- 
feated by a score of votes. A change of a 
dozen votes would have introduced manual 
training into the schools of the Old Bay 
State. Let educational reformers take cour- 
age. Sixty-six doubters out of a total of 154 
legislators is no mean showing. 


Ir is understood that there will be a con- 
ference this afternoon between the Railroad 
and Warehouse Commissioners of this State 
and representatives of the Eastern railroads 
on the subject of railroad weights. It is 
now nine weeks, lacking only two days, 
since the abolition of checks on loose and 
careless work by railroad employés in han- 
diing the property of other people. During 
that time an untold amount of mischief has 


been done, and it is earnestly to be desired 


that the time be not further extended. The 
requisit machinery could be put in opera- 
tion again on a few hours’ notice if the par- 
ties only say the word. If some amicabie 
arrangement be not arrived at speedily it 
will then be in order to ask the Legislature 
to make short work of it by appointing a 
State supervision similar to that now in 
force with regard to grain inspection. 
—

Tux erection of the Bartholdi statue bids 
fair to live in history with the completion of the 
Washington Monument. But $80,000 out of the 
$250,000 necessary has been obtained after these 
many years of solicitation, and the enterprise 
ia, besides, confronted at the outset with an en- 
gineering difficulty of an uncommon. sort. 
While the weightof the statue is but eighty tons, 
itis to be placed upon a pedestal nearly 150 feet 
high, and it isno easy problem tomake ft secure 
against the immense pressure of the wind. The 
American Architect says that the members of the 
Building Committee have telegraphed to France 
for instructions as to the best method of pro- 
ceeding, and tne suggestion is made that stabil- 
ity be secured, as is dane insomeancient Japan- 
ese structures, by placing within the pedestal 
an immense pendulum of wood-work, which 
shall coupteract any disturbance of equilibrium. 
The first thing, bowever, seems to be to raise the 
amount necessary for the erection of the colos- 
sal figure. The dilly-daliying of the last few 
years is in too strong contrast with the spirit 
which prompted the gift on the part of France. 
and with the entiiusiasm which accepted it and 
now goes no further. 
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WILLIAu P. Ross, the present Chief of the 
Cherokee Indians, is a graduate of an Eastern 
college, remarkabie for intelligence and cult- 
ure, and a fine orator. The tribe occupies a 
reservation of 4,000,000 acres, bounded on the 
north and east by Kansas, Missouri, and Ar- 
kansas. The Cherokees of pure and mixed 
blood number 20,336, about one-half of whom 
speak the English language, which is the only 
one taught in the schools. In the entire male 
population there are but sixteen whose occupa- 
tion is given in the last census as bunters and 
five fishermen, the great majority being farm- 
ers. There are 107 schools supported by the na- 
tion, a mate and female seminary for advanced 
pupils, and au orpban asylum. There is a regu- 
larly constituted Government and an adequate 
administration of justice. In short, the Chero- 
kee Nation is not to be distiuguisbed trom a 
frontier State, except in the character of its in- 
habitants, their relations to the General Gov- 
ernment, and their system of holding the land 
incommon, which affords an interesting ex- 
ample of practical Communism,

QPORTANCE OF THE PRESENT COMMUNISTIC 
MOVEMENTS. 


Pants, March 26.—In view of the immi- 
of revolutionary events, it may be well 
tegive briefly the state of the revolutionary 
in Paris. There are, of course, groups 
jp the larger provincial towns, and Lyons 
and Marseilles are necessarily full of An- 
grehists and French Nihilists, but Paris is 
the central point of the revolutionary move- 
ment, and if the seditious element obtains 
the upper hand the provinces will follow with 
slower and more dignified step. The revo- 
jationary groups of the French Capital may 
de dirided into Blanquists, Collectivists, and 
, Anarchists. The first section holds to the 
doctrines of Blanqui with all the tenacity of 
a creed. The adherents of the dead con- 
gpirator are Jacobins, and they accept 
the vote, centralization, and, above all, Dicta- 
torship. Discussion has little to do with 
their program. The loss of Blanayi has 
deen filled up by the tacit recognition of Eu- 
des, a violent personage and ex-General of 
the Commune, as Dictator. Eudes is a des- 
perado. Very little provocation will bring 
him, as Parisians say, “Down into the 
streets.” In other words, Eudes may be re- 
lied upon to resort to barricades with brief 
ony. , 

The Collectivists agree with the Blanquists 
inthe matter of the vote and Dictatorship, 
but they are divided upon the question as to 
whether the Dictatorship should be given to 
the State or the Commune. Those who are 
for the State super-add to their belief an al- 
most divine responsibility on the part of the 
State as representative of the collective mass 
of citizens to guard the strict equality of 
every man and woman in France. The chief 
of the party is Jules Guesd. 

Those who hold to the Commune as the 
best method of exercising the dictateur give 
solid reasons for their difference of opinion. 
They declare the Communistic Government 
is easier to accomplish because the elements 
of government are under closer observation. 
Paul Brousse is the pontiff of this group. 
The Broussites and Guesdistes are not very 
inimical to one another, and in case of re- 
volt they will decidedly march together. 

The chief section of the revolutionary 
party is undoubtedly that of the Anarchists. 
These believe in no form of government, and 
their program is one of destruction. As to 
the future their chiefs content themselves 
with the statement that things cannot be 


“worse than at present, and in this they 


strongly resemble the Russian Nibilists. 
Louise Michel is the visible head of the 
Anarchists, and her followers are more nu- 
merous than the Government likes to real- 
ize. There are no less than thirty-nine 
in this city depending upon 
Anarchists. They are situated in dit- 
ferent parts of Paris, and they go 
by the most ic names. Four of these 
groups are in the neighborhood of the Pau- 
theon. Two, known as La Jeunesse An- 
archiste and La Jeunesse Internationale, are 
devoted to youths.’

Not- 
withstanding the fact that hundreds of wit- 
nesses have been examined in the private in- 
quiry still proceeding at Dublin Castle, and 
that every effort has been made to secure 
some evidence confirmatory of Carey’s state- 
ments, it is a fact that up to the present 
time, nothing whatever in corroboration of 
the story told by Garey has been obtained.

Norris says he became 
aware before he left San Francisco of their 
plan, which was to get out this habeas cor- 
pus and have the prisoner released at Den- 
ver by swearine an alibi. Norris surmised 
that the Sheriff at Cheyenne would meet 
him with a wiit, and to mislead him tele- 
graphed from Laramie that he wanted as- 
sistance in transferring his prisoner to au- 
other train and would arrive on the regular 
train. Then Norris procured on a special 
train at Laramie, and, accompanied by 
Superintendent Dickinson of the Union Pa- 
cific, made the yun of 234 miles to Denver 
Junction, dashing through Cheyenne with- 
out stopping, and overtaking the train from 
Denver at that point. Houck appeared 
chagrined when he saw the detective’s plan, 
but said that he would not have gone with 
the writ, but preferred to go through to 
Ohio to stand trial for the murder of Loh- 
man, for he had done the killing in seif- 
defense.

AN OFFICIAL DECISION, 

New Lon, March %.—([Special.|—The 
Assistant Secretary of the Treasury has writ- 
ten the following letter to a firm in this city 
in relation to the export of whisky in bond: 

Mexara. Cook & Bernheimer, Na. 67 New street. 
New York—GentLemen: The department ts in 
receipt by reference from the Commissioner of 
Internat Revenue of your letter of the 8th inst., 
in which you state that you Intend to export 
and import certain whisky for the purpose of 
postponing payment of the tax thereon, and in- 
quire whether the packages to be returned may 
be refilled while abroad trom other packages of 
the same exportation, in order to prevent dam- 
ave from excessive outage. In reply you are 
informed that any circumstances which ma 
create a doubt as to the domestic or:gin of all 
of the whisky to be returned, and of its being 
returned in the same condition as when export- 
ed, will justify the Collector of Customs at the 
port of reimportation in refusing to admit it to 
entry under Sec, 2,500 of the Kevised Statutes. 
The privileze of filling up or “evening up” 
packages of spirits is in no degree tolerated un- 
der the internal-revenue laws. A copy of this 
department’s circular of Oct. 4, 1876, cuntaining 
the reguiations in relation to the reimportation 
of merchandise of domestic manufacture is in- 
closed for your further information. Yours re- 
spectfully, H. S. FRENCH, Acting Secretary. 
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ELECTRIC MOTOR. 

EXPERIMENTS WITH MR. DAF?T’S MACHINE. 

New York, March 26.—[Speelal. -A new 
electric motor is now attracting considerable 
attention at Greenville, N. J., about five miles 
from New York. The motor in question is 
one which Leo Daft, the electrician of the 
Daft Electric-Light Company, has been ex- 
perimenting with for the last eight months, 
and which he now claims to work with satis- 
faction as regards power attained, simplicity 
of construction, and, most important of all, 
the matter of cost. Already Mr. Daft’s 
little electric railroad has been visited 
by well-know railroad officers and men 
who have expressed themselves as 
much pleased with the working of the 
motor. Among the, railroads whose repre- 
sentatives have ridden on the road are the 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey Central, Erie, and 
many Western roads. Mre Daft is now 
especially considering the question of the in- 
troduction of the electric motors upon street 
railroads. It is proposed to experiment with 
the motors on some of the Newark street- 
roads immediately with a view to their 
permanent use, and as soon as two of the 
motors can be constructed for this purpose 
they will be placed on the road. Mr. Daft has 
received an application to turnish the 
elevated road at Coney Island by the ist 
of June with motors, but no contract has 
been made as yet, and the road probably 
could not be equipped for the purpose be- 
fore Jply. Mr. Datt has also been negotiat- 
ing wn persons in Chicago in regard to th 
cost of running cars by electricity. Mr. Daf 
claims that he can regain 75 per cent of the 
energy exerted from the steam engine in 
running the dynamos, and that he can run 
the motors 40 per cent cheaper than by steam. 
Hie proposes to divide the line ot track upon 
which the electric motor shall run into 
stations of twenty-five miles, at each station 
bemg a dynamo of the necessary power. 
On street-railways a more favorable show- 
ing could be made. The cost of the motor 
itseif would be small in comparison with 
steam engines, and there would be no need 
of relaying or changing the present tracks of 
the street-railways, and no third rail would 
be needed. The loss of electricity in the 
system was very small and only appreciable 
by delicate instruments. Any number of 
motors can be run independently on the 
same track. Mr. Daft is a graduate of Lon- 
don University, and has been working in a 
quiet way in this country, not wishing to 
make public the resuit of his experiments 
until practical results could be attained. 
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THE COURTS, 
TELEGRAPH LITIGATION. 

New York, March %6.—In the action of 
Frederic Beil, a stockholder of the Gold 
& Stock Telegraph Company, against 
the Western Union Telegraph 
and others to set aside the lease of the 
property and franchises of the former 
company to the Western Union Company 
for a term of ninety-nine years, and 
for an injunction to restrain the 
lessee from disposing of the property ae- 
quired under the lease, Judge Wallace, in 
the United States Circuit Court today, gave 
a decision denying the motion for an injunc- 
tion against the defendants. This decision 
also dismisses the bill. The court holds that 
the plaintiff has failed to show cause for ac- 
tion which entitles him to maintain suit.

_ HIGH LICENSE. 


A Concise Presentment of the Case by 
Dr. Thomas— What Alcobo!i Does, and 
Why tts Use Should Be Regulated. 
A meeting in the interest of high license, 

which had been called together by the Thir- 

teenth Ward High-License Campaign Com- 
mittee, was held in Fulton Street Methodist 

Church, corner of Artesian avenue, yester- 

day evening. Mr. 8. M. Booth, Chairman of 

the committee, presided, and there wasa 
large audience. 

Mr. Booth having called the meeting to 
order, said that their action on the license 
question was stamped with the seal of disin- 
terestedness. The speakers who would ad- 
flress them were not candidates for office, 
nor were they workingin the interests of 
ofliceseekers, but they were those whose sole 
desire was the good of the community. They 
had inet together because an emergency had 
arisen demanding energetic action in 
the interests and for the safety of the 
mublic. As things were now, no man’s 
iié or property was safe from the 
sandbagger and thug, the bummer element 
was predominant, and it was now the duty 
of every decent and law-abiding citizen to 
arise and aid in electing representatives who 
would have a proper regard for publi¢ morals, 
Iie concluded by calling on the Rev. Dr. 
‘Thomas. 

Dr. ‘Thomas said he appeared there at the 
request of the committee and citizens, and he 
came not as a Republican, not asa Democrat, 
not as a clergyman, but simply, as a neighbor 
of theirs and a citizen of that efty which they 
all called their home. 

THE QUESTIONS AT ISSUE. 

There were two questions before them: 
First, high license or low license for the 
liquor traffic: and second, the best man or 
men for the Municipal Government, inde- 
pendent of party lines or political associa- 
tions. Each question was important. High 
license was closely related to the general 
temperance question. What was the under- 
lying philosophy: of the temperance ques- 


tion, and why did it now deserve 
special attention ? All things having 
life lived by some form of eating. 


Vegetables drew sustenance from the soil, 
animals had receptacles for food and drink, 
and supplied their necessities periodically. 
Animal life was a form of excitation or stim- 
ulation. Air surcharged with oxygen 
created stimulation. Nature had provided 
a proper division of gases, which differed to 
suit different climates, while there were 
various forms or growths that contained an 
extra amount of stimulative powes ‘a or 
tobacco, forinstance. These had been sought 
out by nman—why? Because all sought for 
exuberant spirits, physical ecstacy, and vi- 
vacity. If this growth, which contained a 
stimulative power, was found to be safe to use 
its use gradually became a universal custom. 
The tempefance question was man with 
— 1 * his hands. By chemistry he 
extracted alcohol from corn, sugar-cane, and 
grape. The effects of alcohol on the brain 
were immediate; there was an acceleration 
of life, a non-sensibility to pain, a temporary 
feelmg of excitement and pleasure created 
by the action of alcohol. Chemistry had 
filled the world with numerous agents that 
provided stimulating forces in excess— 
what should be done with these forces? Let 
the people try them. ‘Take morphine, 
for example: it is tried, found bene- 
ticial, bul also found dangerous. Doctors say 
they must have it, as it relieves pain, and is 
useful in many ways, so they ceuld not stop 
the sale or manufacture of morphine. The 
remedy was to restrict and regulate the bus- 
mess. Place it in the hands of responsible 
and reliable people. So with chloroform, 
strychnine, arsenic, nux vomiea, ete. 
THE RESULTS OF ALCOROL. 


Experimenting similarly with alcohol 
they fonnd it stimulative for a time, 
then a reaction followed, then an in- 


creased dose was necessary to have the same 
effect, and eventually it became a confirmed 
habit. They found that it incapacitat- 
for work, that those who 
used it habitually could not be trusted 
in responsible positions. The found it led 
to poverty, that eight out of every ten in 
jail, and bridewell, and penitentiary, and 
work-house had got there by alcohol. Go to 
the County dail and converse with the occu- 
pant of cell No, 1. What brought him there? 
Alcohol. Cell No. 2, same question. Alco- 
hol. No. 3, alcohol. And on and on, the 
same reply eight times out of every ten, 
from all the criminals in the country. Go to 
the houses of poverty, and disease, and vice, 
The evidence was overpowering that alcohol 
was a dangerous commodity—should they 
them say. banish it? Physicians said no, we 
want it for a thousand things. The remedy 
was the same as with the other poisons— 


reguiate it—control it—restrict it—put 
it in the hands of responsible 
and reliable people only. ‘The common 


sense of the commuutity said alcohol should 
be taxed, and the only question was high or 
low. He was opposed to prohibition, though 
he had never argued against it, believing 
that the agitation would do good, He wasa 
thorongh believer in high license, however, 
Why? Because the abuse of fey: 4 led to 
erime, because six-tenths of all the insanity 
and eight-tenths of all the crime in the land 
was due to alcohol, because the trade bur- 
dened the taxpayers unfairly. The greater 
portion of the poverty in the city was due to 
eohol. 

there must be a profit in the trade, 
or there would not be 4.000 or 
5,000 men in it. It was un- 
desirable that it eaused the 19 — 9 ex- 
pense, and the question was, Should it be 
taxed proportionately? He had no doubt 
but there were hundreds of honest German 

men and women earning an honest living by 

their beer saloons who had no intention o 

harming the public, and who had been 

trained upto look on the trade as honest, 

legitimate, and necessary.

This was a simple statement of the question 
and he would be glad to hear what possible 
or logical answer a saloonkeeper could make 
to it. He was sorry to say Chicago was get- 
tung much worse, and he was speaking from 
an experience of fourteen years. Dr, 
Thomas went on to argue municipal 
élections and government should be 
outside politics—should be aquestion of pub- 
lie morals and welfare only, and not one of 
party, and concluded with an appeal to all 
present to put their shoulder to the wheel in 
the interests of high license. 

Mr. H. Decker and the Rev. Dr. Lawrence

DOUBLE@YNCHING. 


A Postmaster and a Tavernkeeper 
Called Out at Night- and 
Hanged. 


Sr. Pat. Minn., March 26.— [Special.] — 
Helena mails bring the following particu- 
lars of the latest lynching in Montana, 
whereby a vacancy was created in a post- 
office. Word was brought in from the 
mouth of the Greenhorn yesterday mornihg 
by a traveler from the tunnel that 
two men were hanging to trees, 
on each side of the road, about 200 yards 
this side of the Eleven-Mile House. He said 
they were Coomes, the keeper of ‘house, 
and a man named Smith, who stop there. 
It was surmised that the men had been 


lynched on suspicion (or the cer- 
tainty) of having set fire to 
McNally’s barn, which it will 


be remembered, was burned down Friday 
night, eight horses and threa cows perishing 
in the flames. It was generally understood 
that Coomés was suspected, and the report of 
the lynching was evidence that the suspicions 
had taken definit shape. Men were sent out 
after dinner to bring the bodies to 
town, and returned with them about half- 
past 5 o’clock in the afternoon. The bodies 
are now at Herman’s furniture store, where 
they will remain until the time set for the 
funeral—11 o’clock this morning. It is dif- 
ficult to get at the facts in the tragedy, 
and as for finding out the identity 
of the lynchers, that is a thing which will 
probably never be known. It is understood, 
however, that shortly after 12 o’clock Sun- 
day night a dozen or fifleen men were gath- 
ered near Coomes’ house, and two men 
went to the door and called him 
and. Smith ont, saying they wanted 
to talk with them. The men went out as re- 
quested, and Mrs. Coomes heard them walk 
away from the house talkmg. She waited 
some little. time for her husband to retur 
and finally slipped to the door 
listened, but heard no sound. 
Tired of waiting, she went to 
bed, supposing that some urgent business 
had come up requiring his attention. Nor 
did she know any better in the morning when 
she was told that her hus another 
man were han to trees down the road but 
a short distance.

A leading puddler, who was a delegate to the 
Chicago Convention, said this evening: 

The movement has been on foot so long 
and the arrangements have been so thor- 
oughly perfected that tomorrow, it the word 
was given, 4000 puddiers would ask for 
eards of withdrawal from the Amalgamated 
Association. Three meetings have been held, 
all in this city and all on Sunday. I will not 
give the dates, for there are some things that 
cannot be made public yet. At the last meet- 
ing eighty-five delegates, representing the 
puddlers of Pennsylvania, Ohio, West Vir- 
ginia, Lilinois, Kentucky, Missouri, and New 
York were present.” 

Farther on in the conversation he said: 
“During the last few years all classes of 
men employed in the mills—blacksmiths, en- 
gineers, and even those who never learned a 
trade—have been admitted to membership in 
the Amalgamated Association. Those who 
advocated this policy were honest in believ- 
ing that; the more members we got the 
stronger we would become. But they found 
out their mistake in the first real trial of 
strength—last summer’s strike. Then the 
finishers have been causing strikes without 
number, and always backing out at the crit- 
ical moment. I don’t mean to say they 
caused last summer’s strike. The puddlers 
were responsible for that, and would have 
won it, too, if the finishers had not 
cried ‘enough’ just when the manufacturers 
were about to givein. ‘These things caused 
the puddlers to think, and the result is that 
we have decided to pull for ourselves.“ 

„Do you mean to withdraw from the Amal- 
gamated Association?“ asked the reporter. 

DETERMINED TO WITHDRAW. 

„That's it exactly. If it had not been for 
the Western strikes we would have with- 
drawn a month ago. As it is, we will wait 
now until after the Ist of June—that is, 
unless the finishers insist on an ad- 
vance. We want the wages paid this 
year to be continued, but we will not 
join any movement for an advance 
that will result in a strike. Therefore. if at 
the scale convention to be held in this city 
on the 7th of April the association is com- 
pelled to tather the finishers’ demand, we 
may be expected to withdraw at once.” 

„What will be the effect of this?“ was the 
next question. 

„It will end the life of the Amalgamated 
Association as a matter of course, but I be- 
lieve after the bitterness dies out we will all 
be better off. I know the association has 
3 game to the puddlers any- 

ow. 

Do the puddlers really expect to be paid 
the same wages on the lst of June as they 
now receive ?” asked the reporter, changing 
the subject. 

“ Why, certainly. Weare not going to ask 
for an increase, but we don't see any reason 
why the manufacturers should propose a 
reduction. The new mill at MeKee’s Rocks, 
which has been idle, is to start up double 
turn making muck bar for Jones & Laugh- 
lins. Brown’s mill, at Neweastle, which 
has been idle, is also to. commence the man- 
ufacture of muck bar for ° Oliver 
Brothers & Phillips, and Kloman’s 
mill has been working for the 
same firm for some time. This muck bar is 
not being manufactured for stock, but is 
being used to fill orders. This proves that 
while the price of iron is low trade is brisk, 
and no person can knock into my head the 
necessity for reducing wages.” | 

In manufacturing circles, as a matter of 
course, nothing was known of the Sons of 
Vulcan movement, and nothing authori- 
tative could be obtained concerning the 
statement that Oliver Bros. & Phillips and 
Jones & Laughlius had contracted with 
the mills named for a large quan- 
tity of muck bar. One gentleman 
said he had no doubt that the statement that 
the muck bar was being manufactured was 
correct, but laughed at the idea that it was 
being used to fill orders. Hesaid that orders 
were not so plenty as would be supposed by 
persons reading the statement. It was quite 
probable, he thought, that the iron was being 
stored in the yard as stock, in anticipation of 
a strike after Junel. He considers a strike 
inevitable unless the workmen agree to ac- 
cept a substantial reduction in wages. 

t is stated that the ore-producers are

Female Shoemakers in Cincinnati. 

CINCINNATI, O., March 26.—[Special.]—A 
short time ago fifteen members of the re- 
male Shoemakers’ Union emploved in Krip- 
pendorf & Hart’s factory, most of them, it is 
safd, first-class hands, were discharged, and 
Saturday afternoon the firm asked their girl 
employés to sign an agreement to work for 
their present wages for three years. No 
signatures were obtained. This mor nh a 
committee of the men’s union, headed by 
Henry Traphagen, called on the firm and de- 
manded the reinstatement of the girls. 
Mr. Krippendorf said he had a per- 
fect, right to discharge whoever 
he desired, and he proposed to 
exercise that right.

The matter is now in the hands of the 
unions. The Shop Committee and Arbitra- 
tion Committee have no jurisdiction. The 
manufacturers will meet to entertain the ap- 
plication of the girls’ union to become a part 
of the Arbitration Committee. There is 
danger of a strike or lockout.

MURDER TRIAL. 


Beginning of the Trial of Brown and 
MecGiew for the Killing of Mrs. Dor- 
ris—A Plea of Manslaughter Rejeeted. 
Sr. Louis, March 26.—Russell Brown and 

Patrick McGlew were called in the Criminal 

Court this morning to answer to the charge 

of murder in the first degree for killing Mrs, 

Sarah Henrietta Dorris by strangling on the 

night of Jan. 28, 1882. Russell Brown was 

the murdered woman’s grandson. He was a 

wild young fellow, and among his asso- 

ciates was McGlew, a bartender. Brown, 
with his mother, Mrs. Wisker, since de- 
ceased, and his aunt. Mrs. Haldeman, wife 
of the United States Minister to Siam, 
resided at the splendid Dorris mansion in 
the suburbs. Brown and McGlew had been 
drinking, and on the night in question went 
to the house quietly and stole up to Brown’s 
grandmother’s room. Brown called at the 
door that his uncle, Tom Dorris, was sick, 
and wanted her to attend him. The old lady 
came to the door, where she was seized bv 

Brown, who caught her by the throat. Kate 

McEvoy, a servant sleeping with Mrs. 

Dorris, said another man entered the room 

and took a watch from undder the pillow, but 

she was so frightened that she could do 
nothing. The two men toox all the jewelry 
they could find, even taking diamond rings 
from Mrs. Dorris’ fingers and also her dia- 
mond earrings. The old lady, after being 
released by Brown, fell over on the bed dead 

a few minutes after the men left the room, 

the body showing evidence of death from 

strangulation. Brown was arrested two 
das later, and McGlew.was captured in 

Chicago. ‘The jewelry was found in a pawn- 

shop. When the cases were reached in the 

Criminal Court the Circuit Attorney stated 

that the testimony taken before the 

grand jury would not sustain the charge 
of murder. He did not believe the young 
men intended to murder Mrs. Dorris. As 
the prisoners were willing to enter a plea of 
guilty of manslaugiiter in the first degree, he 
recommended that it be accepted, and the 
punishment assessed at ten years In the pen- 
itentiary. The Judge, surprised at the pro 

osition, took the case under advisement until 

3 o0’clock. At 3 o’clock the Judge came into 

court, said he had read the evidence, and it 

was either a case of murder in the first de- 
gree or manslaughter in the third degree, 
and he could not accept a plea ot guilty of 
manslaughterin the first. The case then 
proceeded to trial and a jury was impaneled. 


CANADIAN NEWS, 


Probability that Sir Charles Tupper 
Will Leavethe Cabinet—The Princess 
Louise—Notes. 

Orrawa, Ont., March 26.—|Special.|— 
Your correspondent has it from trustworthy 
authority that it is the intention of Sir 
Charles Tupper to leave the Cabinet at an 
early date. Sir Charles has not yet received 
the appointment of High Commissioner, as 
his acceptance of that position would at once 
deprive him of his seat in the House of 
Commons, but the fact that he has sold his 
house here and shipped his furniture to 
London indicates that he expects to reside in 
England.

CALIFORNIA. 
THE NEEDED RAIN AT LAST. 

San Francisco, Cal., March 26.—[Spe- 
cial.}—Reports from varions counties show 
that the heavy rain which set in here soon 
after midnight extended over the Northern 
and Central part of the State, averaging one 
and one-half inches. Colusa, the biggest 
wheat county in the State, reports a fine rain. 
It is still raining here and in all the neigh- 
boring counties. The farmers feel much en- 
couraged, and the influence of the rain 
is shown in adrop of three cents on the 
bushel in the price of wheat today on 
Change. 

THE SAN JOAQUIN VALLEY. 

San Francisco, Cal., March 26.—A late 
dispatch from Merced states that a steady 
fall of raip has been going on in that section 
for some time. The dispatches say that the 
rain assures the crops in the San Joaquin 
Valley. The farmers are greatly elated over 
the outlook. 


ILLINOIS. 
MASON COUNTY. 

HAVANA, III., March 26.—[Special.]—The 
Wheat was injured by the cold winter and 
in spots by the late freeze. The cold, stormy 
wind drifted the dry sand and cut the tender 
wheat, doing further and in some cases se- 
rious injury. From careful inquiry of reii- 
able men it is learned that Mason County 
wheat will yield a full half crop. A gentle 
rain of fifteen hours has just fallen, which 
will be of immense value to the wheat. 

UNION COUNTY. 

ANNA, III., March 2.—[Special.]|—Tue 
TRIBUNE correspondent has made a personal 
examination of a large acreage of winter 
wheat in this county, and finds that there 
will not be more than half a crop. All wheat 
sown late will be plowed up and put in 
other crops. Your correspondent has inter- 
viewed a large number of the fariners of 
Johnson and Alexander Counties, and finds 
that the wheat crop in these counties is in 
the same condition that itis in Union. A 
half crop of clover is entirely frozen out of 
the ground and ruined. 

MORGAN COUNTY. 

JACKSONVILLE, III., March 26.—[Special.] 
—There is not so much fear expressed by 
farmers in this locality as to the prospect 
for a fine crop of wheat as in some quarters 
of the State. The great fall in the tempera- 
ture of a week ago does not seem to have 
seriously damaged the prospect, and the 
gentle rains of the last twenty-four hours are 
needed and will do much good. 

MONTGOMERY COUNTY. 

LITCHFIELD, III., March 26.— [Special.] — 
The — outlook for winter wheat is 
very discouraging, the dry freezing having 
done great damage. Some place the damage 
at 25 or 30 per cent of the crop. Favorable 
weather may yet greatly improve the present 
conditions. 

GREENE COUNTY. 

CARROLLTON, III., March 26.—[Special.]— 
The oldest and best farmers of this county 
differ widely as to the extent of damage to 
the growing wheat crop by the very dry and 
freezing March weather we have had. Some 
claim that most of it will have to be plowed 
up ami the ground put in corn and oats, 
while others assert that the rain of yesterday 
and today will bring the wheat out all right. 
Your correspondent observes that those 
farmers who now predict a total failure of 
the wheat crop are those whoannnally about 
this time are given to complaining. Owing 
to the favorable season for sowing last fall 
about 15 percent more acreage was putin 
wheat than the year before.

HENNEPIN, III., March 26,—[Special.|— 
Quite a quantity of wheat has already been 
sown in this county.

The dry weath- 
er has killed much of the winter wheat, and 
rain is badly needed.

The weather has been 
cool and dry.

CARLINVILLE, III., March 26.—[Special.]— 
Winter wheat was supposed to be damaged 
about 20 per cent by the cold, dry weather, 
but we have had a nice warm rain for the 
last twenty-four hours, anc it will help us a 
great deal. 


ELSEW HERE. 
GEORGIA. 

ATLANTA, Ga., March 26.— [Special.] — 
Very severe weather has visited the middle 
and upper portions of Georgia during the 
last forty-eight hours. Plenty of sleet, hail, 
and rain came, with a heavy wind, and a 
great deal of damage has been done to the 
crops, especially the fruit crop. A few days 
since fruit-trees were in full bloom in many 
sections. ‘These have been washed away by 
sleet, rain, and hail. Fruit-growers esti- 
mate the damage as more than half a crop. 
In the upper portion of the State snow com- 
menced falling heavily yesterday morning, 
and stillcontinues to come down in large 
quantities. Recent bad weather will neces- 
sitate replanting of much corn and cotton in 
the lower portion of Georgia. 

MICHIGAN, 

HOLLAND, Mich., March 26.—[Special.|— 
According to reports of several prominent

SPRINGFIELD, III., March 26.—([Special.]— 
The clerks in the office of the Agricultural 
Department of the State are completing an 
elaborate and exhaustive report on the prod- 
ucts of the State, including statistics relating 
to all grains, cereals, and fruits, and live 
stock, classified by counties, and arranged 
for reference and comparison. The report 
demonstrates the wonderful progress of 
Illinois for a series of years in all 
branches of agricultural and horticultural 
pursuits, and in stock-raising. In reference 
to the wheat crop; it shows thatin the last 
twenty-three years there has been produced 


for export alone, in addition to the amount 


consumed at home and necessary for seed, 
408,075,581 bushels, valued at 8427, 628. 898. 
The yield in 1882 was 52,323,261 bushels, worth 
$46,714,376. This yield was exceeded during 
the twenty-three years only once, in 1880, 
when 56,508,309 bushels were produced. The 
crop o1 1867 was the most valuable one ever 
raised inthe State, bringing a total of 855,

CORN, 


The entire value of last year’s farm prod- 
ucts and stock-raising is computed at over 


$317,000,000, largely in excess of any pre- 


vious year’s product. Corn is given the 


lace of importance, the crop being worth 
876.528, 750 : but this great value was exceed- 
ed in 1877, 1879, and 1880. In fact, the corn 
crop of 1882 was considered a failure through- 
out the State: and according to the figures 
given in the report during ten of the twenty- 
three years reported, corn in Lilinois has 
been raised at an actual loss to the pro- 
ducer, and for the whole time _ the 
net profit averages only $1.13 per acre. With 
the exception of two years there has been no 
noteworthy gain the farmer from this 
source, and the fact that many large stock- 
feeders have been compelled to purchase 
corn this winter has induced them to turn 
more attention to other farm products and 
root crops. 

POTATOES. 

The value of the Irish potato crop for 1882 
was 80.201.000 on a yield of 10,730,000 bush- 
eis; and the average profit per acre for the 
twenty-three years considered has been 
$26.38, the greatest profit in that time bemg 
$72.88 an acre in 1864, and the lowest $2.64 in 
1861. Last year the net profit on potatoes 
was $30 per acre. The same: year wheat 
netted only $5.71 per acre, and oats $1.11, 
while corn showed an actual loss of 47 cents 
per acre. 

TOCACCO, SEEDS, ETC. 

Tobacco was cultivated on 3,798 acres, pro- 
ducing a crop valued at $195,700; and broom- 
corn on 43,036 acres, value, $1,068,056. The 
timoth y-seed crop was worth $675,273, clover- 
seed $452,546, and sweet potatoes $163,140, 

OATS. 


In 1882 the oats crop was the largest ever 
raised in the State, and was 20 r cent of 
the crop of the whole United States. The 
number of bushels was 99,275,380, and the 
value $41,062,611. The net profit per acre 
was $6.55. In twenty-three years the aver- 
age net profit per acre on oats has been only 
29 cents, and for fourteen years there was a 
loss. The most profitable year was 1867, 
when the crop netted $8.05 ber acre, and the 
most unprofitable was 1878, when there was 
an average loss of $5.08 per acre. 

FRUITS. 

The fruit crop of 1882 was unusually val- 
uable—graves, $137,559; apples, $2,090,813: 
peaches, $105,046; and other fruits and ber- 
ries, $209,327. 

ANIMAL PRODUCTS. 

The value of horses in the State is $25,762,- 
131; cattle, $20,497,966; mules and asses, 
$3,439,830; sheep, $1,348,181; and hogs, $5,- 
455.161. The average number of horses to 
the square mile is seventeen, of cattle thirty- 
seven, of bogs sixty-three, and of sheep 
twenty-two. The value of the wool clip of 
1882 was $1,195,669, and of milk sold $6,299,- 
625, which averaged 15 cents per gallon. 
There were 21,790,610 pounds of butter sold, 
valued at $6,207,449, and 5,566,554 pounds of 
cheese, worth $652,084, 

TOTAL VALUES, : 

It appears from the statistics that the total 
value of all the crops produced in Lllinois in 
1882 was $234,125,995, and the total value of 
animal products of all kinds, including wool 
and dairy supplies, $83,069,235, making. an 
aggregate of $317,194,330. This is an aver- 
age of $9.15 for each acre in the State. Pe- 
cuniarily considered, 1t was the grandest year 
of production in the history of the State. 

OTHER STATISTICS. 

The report also shows the increase in tile 
drainage, the total amount having reached 
250,000,000 feet the first of tnis year. or nearly 
50,000 miles. There is contained in the 
report, too, figures showing peculiari- 
ties in the relation of the equalized 
valuation of lands to the value of their pro- 
duction. Insome of the southern counties 
of the State, particularly the agricultural 
counties containing no large cities or towns, 
the productive value is very high. For in- 
stance, in Gallatin County, where the last 
equalized value of lands was $8.02 per acre, 
the value of the stock marketed in the coun- 
ty in 1882 averaged 638 cents to the acre, and 

1e crops produced equaled $7.15 per acre, a 
total average of $7.78, or 97 per cent of the 
assessed valuation. In Calhoun County the 
yalue of products was 76 per cent of the 
equalized valuation: in Effingham, 73 per 
cent; in Hamilton, 71; in Pulaski and 
Union, 66; and in Mason, the lowest on the 
list, 12 per cent. Cook County shows only 15 
per cent.

Ruth, the Banker~—George H. Argo

MARYSVILLE, O., March 26.—George H.

Argo is a farmer living twelve miles 
from here. Miss Rowe is the sister of his 
wife. Her body was found yesterday in 
eight inches of water in a creek between 
Argo’s houseand her home.

Mr. Duane Whitney answered: “I went 
into the business recently expecting to take 
an interest. 1 was familiar with our account 
with Roper & Co., as Donovan had placed it 
on the books. One day Donovan dropped a 
paper. I subsequently came across it, opened 
it, saw Whitney & Donovan’ written at the 
top, and soon ascertained that it was a state- 
ment touching our transactions with Roper 
& Co. whieh did not correspond with the 
one oa the books. I went to Rover & Co.’s 
bookkeeper and finally got their statement. 
I saw they had credited some goods from us

CHICAGO’S GOLD. 


THERE EXISTS NO GOOD REASON WHY IT, 


SHOULD NOT BE KEPT HERE. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 26.—{Special. } 
It is very possible that the question of is- 
suing distinctive gold certificates at Chicago 
is not yet settled. The inquiry has proceeded 
far enough to show that there is nothing in 
the law to prevent such a distinctive issue, 
and when order has been restored from the 
chaos which now exists in Treasury affairs 
the subject may be reopened. Acting-Secre- 
tary French’s adverse decision is not final. 
It can be reconsidered. He can hardly be 
said to have given the matter mature de- 
liberation. He has the whole burden 
of department business upon him, 
and has not the time or opportunity 
to examine important questions in detail. 
He would much prefer that such questions 
should remain undecided until something is 
settled as to the Treasury administration. 
Just at present there is as much talk of a 
new Secretary of the Treasury as there is of 
a new Postmaster-General. ‘Treasurer Gil- 
fillan informed George Sturges, of Chicago, 
banker, when the latter was here last week, 
that he saw no objection to the issuance of a 
distinctive gold-certificate for Chicago. It is 
now learned that the United States Treas- 
urer and the Acting Secretary of the 
Treasury, are not agreed on this 
subject. It appears that on the application 
which recently came up from Chieago for 
the issue of a distinctive series for that city, 
Treasurer Gilfillan wrote a letter to the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury advising that the dis- 
tinctive issue be made, both on the ground 
that it would be a great convenience to the 
public, and that it would also be a benefit to 
the Government. The Acting Secretary of 
the Treasury, Judge French, however, has 
made a temporary decision that it is inexpe- 
dient to issue any distinctive cer- 
tificates, assigning as the _ princi- 
pal ground for his objection the fact 
that such a plan would involve additional ex- 
pense for the engraving ot separate cerilii- 
cates. lnquiry among the experts who are 
familiar with the mechanical details of en- 
graving and of the method of issuing Treas- 
ury notes, say that it would not be at all nec- 
essary to engrave separate plates for the 
distinetive issues: that the plates are now all 
engraved in sections, and that it would be a 
very easy and inexpensive matter to take 
out the words which indicate the Treasury 
issue and to insert words for a 
special certificate for New York, Chicago, or 
San Francisco. The matter of expe’.se, 
therefore, may be considered as not a factor 
in this problem, Speaking on the general 
question a prominent Treasury official said 
today: Even if it should cost something 
the request from Chicago is a proper one and 
ought to be granted. Money enough has 
been appropriated for just such purposes,and 
there is pienty of time and force to do it. 


Linder the present system the persons who 


make the deposits vf gold at Chicago 


never know. whether they can find the 
gold there when they want it in exchange 
for their certificates, and the Government 


never can tell where the gold is. In addi- 
tion to the fact that the distinctive certificates 
would enable specific issues at the different 


Sub-Treasuries, they would also enable the 


Governmeut at all times to tellexactly where 
the gold is, and might sometimes save the 
Government considerable amounts for the 
transportation of gold. It would not be nee- 
essary to have distinctive issues for any Sub- 
Treasuries except New York, Chicago, and 


San Francisco,” | 
Treasurer Gilfillan said tonight that the 


letter of the Chicago Clearing-Hlouse had 
been referred to him, and that he had imme- 


diately returned it to the Secretary of the 


Treasury with a letter recommending that 
the request be granted. Llis letter had not 
been given out for publication, and the Act- 
ing Secretary had not seemed to fully agree 
with it. Being asked if he would net him- 
self furnish a copy of it, he said that official 
etiquet would not permit him to do that; but 
he could say that he was entirely in favor 


of the proposition, and was confident 


that it did not in any way conflict with the 
law. 4e thought the special certificates 
would in many ways be of advantage to the 
Government, and there was no reason why 
they should not be issued. The additional 
cost would be very insigiificeant, and it was 
not certain that it would cost practically any- 


thing. Whole plates would certainly not 
have to be engraved, as the plates are print- 
ed in sections. The force ot the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing is ample te do the 
extra work, if any should be necessary, and 


in any event there is sufficient appropriation 


for the engraving.

GOLD CERTIFICATES. 


THE CHICAGO BANKERS STILL IN EARNEST 


IN THEIR DEMANDS. 
An answer to the communication of 


the Clearing-House relative to the issu- 
ance of gold certificates exclusive- 
ly for Chicago was received yesterday from 
Acting-Secretary French of the Treasury 
Department. The letter has already ap- 
peared in the telegraphic dispatches to Tuer 
TripuNE from Washington, and opinions 
concerning it by Chicago bankers were also 
given in the issue of Sunday.

CURRENCY N NOT SCARCE. 


It will be seen by the above table that Chi- 
engo banks as a whole have only about 65 
ver cent of their circulation outstanding. The 
‘irst and Continental National Banks claim 
that they have no circulation outstanding, for 
the reason that if it is locked up in their 
vaults they know where itis. Inquiry de- 
veloped the fact that there is no prespeet or 
necessity of an expansionof bank circulation 
here, as curreney is not scarce. One bank 


claims to have had its circulation locked u 
ten years before it was let “out.” It is sai 


that in other years, under other laws, the 
circulation of a bank commanded 
a premium in case the institution failed, 


That was in the days of National-bank 
monopoly, when a certain amount of cap- 
italization was allowed a given area by the 
Government. All National banks within 


that area strove to acquire the entire capital- 
ization allowed in order to prevent competi- 


tion in the form of new banking corporations. 
Consequently, when a bank failed 


get hold of the circulation of a bank, and 
when it failed its circu!ation, being covered 


by Government bonds, brought a premium. ¢ 


REDUCTION OF CAPITALIZATION, 
In the repeal of the old laws, we are told, 
lies a paramount explanation of the tendency 


of National banks to reduce their capitaliza- 


tion. When the First National reorganized 


last year it reduced accordingly, and among 


other advantages secured a reduction of tax- 


tion. That other banks here will do like- 


wise when they extend their charters under 
the new law is conndently anticipated. 
Mr. Knox, in his statement telegraphed to 


these columns, anticipates an expansion of 


capitalization under the new law. The 


above shows that, so far as Chicago is con- 


cerned—and it is admitted on all sides—a 
diminution may rather be expected to reduce 
taxation still lower. 

Iugutry further shows that the charters of 
the Northwestern and Union National Banks 
of this city expire within eighteen months. 


Nearly all the other banks, with three excep- 


tions—the First ana Chicago National and 
the National Bank of America—run for many 
years yet, some of them, as in the case of the 
Home National, for ten years. 

NAMES OF BANKS. 

Said a banker yesterday: Do you observe 
that only one of our National banks—the 
First—now remains with a number for a 
name? All the others have reorganized and 
changed rather than be below the First ia 
name. Only ashort time ago the Fifth be- 
came the National Bank of America,’ and so 
on. 

**What is the reason?“ 

“Well, you see, the people—and very few 
proportionately know anything about bank- 
ing—got an idea that National banks ranked 
in security, or some other nonsense, accord- 
ing to their number in the seale, and the 
First had preference over the Second, and a 
mojority over the Fifth and so on. Of 
course there is nothing in it except stupidity. 
There is something in a name, as every bank 


which has changed its cognomen can testify.” 


TEXAS STOCK-RAISING. 


A Vast Business That ts Increasing All 
the Time, 

CurcaGco, March 25.— [Editor of the Trib- 

une.]—The recently-published interview 

with Gen. Brisbin regarding his fifteen years’ 


experience in stock-raising in the West and“ 


the large investments of foreign eapital for 
that purpose, prompts me to report some re- 
cent interviews with, and observations 
among, stock-raisers in Texas. 

While passing through the Indian Terri 
tory en route for Austin, Tex., on the 15th 
inst., I met a neighbor of the Harrold Broth- 
ers formerly of Wapelia, III., but for the 
last seven years engaged in stock-raising in 
what is called the Pan- Handle“ of, Texas. 
My informant said: ‘These brothers went to 
Texas seven or eight years ago with only 
830.000, invested it in cattle,. leased several 
tracts of land at three to five eents per acre 
for a period of ten years, and have made 
about $300,000 in the enterprise, haying now 
78,000 head of cattle in ranches near the 
„Capital Tract” of 3,000,000 acres, owned 
by Taylor, Babcock & Co., of Chicago. (1 
use the term “Capital tract” because so 
designated by State officials.at Austin, as 
the tract conveyed, or to be conveyed, by the 
State to this enterprising company for the 
building of the State Capitol.) 

No less than a dozen large capitalists 
from Lllinois have purchased extensive 
tracts of grazing lands in Western Texas 
within the last few years, and nearly all 
have utilized them in stock-raising, or leased 
them at from three to eight cents per acre for 
such purpose. Among those noted as the 
most successtul stock-raisers are Mitehell 
Bros., Harrold Bros., Beetsford & Co., and 
Solomon Bros.; and I have heard of no eon- 
siderable failnres, either by lack 
of water, disease, or other cause. 
But our Northern and Western men 
must look out for their laurels: for foreign 
capital has lately been pourme into ‘Texas 
for the purchase ot all desirable grazing lands, 
probably in anticipation of the recent act of 
the lexas Legislature, which has practically 
prohibited the sale of all lands hereafter by 
the State, except at prices ranging from $2 
to 55 per acre, and in small quantities of one 
section or less to each purchaser. Of course 
there are yet large tracts for sale, heretofore 
purehased by companies and individuals; 
but the opportunity for purchasing cheap 
grazing lands, ranging from 60 cents to $1.50 
per acre, has well nigh passed. There is now 
an increasing demand for Texas lands, espe- 
cially grazing lands. I have the best means 
of knowing the fact that several English cap- 
italists have contracted for some 3,000,000 
acres of these lands within the last sixty 
days, but before their 10 per cent of the pur- 
chase price was deposited so as to bind the 
bargain and cause the lands to be witndrawn 
trom the marset their more active American 
rivals have pressed into the market and taken 
the prize. ) 

Great care should be observed in securing 
good titles. Lands have been placed upon 
the market in large cities like Chicago by 
brokers for equity-owners who bavt only a 
contract of purchase with the State, and 
have paid nothing but the expense of the 
survey-plats and field-notes, etc., and cannot 
convey until the money is paid in full to the 
State. Many of these contracts for limited 
time have already been forfeited, and the 
time is near at hand when all such contracts 
will be forfeited to the State. The titles 
from the State are absolutely good, and to 
secure them . bonus must be paid to holders 
of the bond for a deed or certificate of pur- 
chase, and the money paid into the Treasury 
of the State before the contract expires. By 
this means several large tracts of good graz- 
ing lands can be secured on application to 
brokers in this, eity at prices ranging from 69 
— to $1.50 per aere, if taken prior to April 

S83}. 

The “Texas boom.“ now fairly started, is 
bound to surpass that of Dakota. Texas is 
of itself a grand quasi empire. She was 
once a nationality, and has a history, which, 
in the estimation of her people, she can best 
preserve by remaining indivisible. A few 
politicians would like to have it divided into 
three or more States: but nine-tenths of her 
people would strenuously oppose it. They 
are now building a magnificent capitol at 
Austin at the cost of only 5,000,000 acres of 
her State lands: therefore her taxes will al- 
ways be light, with economical Administra- 
tions. Her legislative provisions for educa- 
tional purposes are the best of any State in 
the Union. ‘The possibilities of such a State 
—surpassing in area the Kingdom of Great 
Britain or the German Empire, containing at 
present — (es population than the thirteen 
coloniesfiad in 1776, and affording such fer- 
tility of Boil and variety ot climate produc- 
tion—shoyid be favorably considered by busi- 
ness-inen.

box. Mr. T. Z. Cowles, of the American 
Sports, opened the tournament in a neat lit- 
tle speech, apologizing for the absence of 
Mayor Harrison, who, though he had prom- 
ised to be on hand, had been detained at 
home by the illness of his wife. He then an 
nounced the rules of the game and in 
troduced the several players who 
were to compete in the different games. 
After the players—who were all present in 
full evening dress—had bowed their acknowl- 
edgements he introduced the two players of 
the evening, Maurice Vignaux, of France, 
and Maurice Daly, of New York. Both play- 
ers were in excellent form, but the French 
expert proved much too speedy for his op- 
ponent, he playing a wonderful game of open 


billiards. It was difficult to tell when the 
game was over who was the happiest, Mr. 
Bensinger, who had entire charge of the ar- 
rangements, or Mme. Vignaux, the French 
expert’s wife. 

THE GAME OPENS. 

Vignaux winniag the lead, took the 
white ball and failed to count. Daly fol- 
lowed with 19 well put together, after a 
lucky kiss had saved him from a miss at his 
second venture, he finally missing an easy 
cushion shot. The Frenchman missed an 
all-around-the-table shot and Daly, 
by easy cushion play, put to- 
gether 4 more, missing a shot 
for one cushion. Vignaux then scored 
11 by cushion-carrom shots and open play, 
missing an easy single- cushion carrom with 
the balls on the rail. Daly, playmg them for 
position at the upper end of the table, added 


¥ to his string, slipping up on a draw masse. 


Vignaux then counted for 14, the accuracy 
of his draw shots, and the easy gg tes 
which he made his massés bei e lead- 
ing features of his play. ee finally 
missed an easy bank shot. The American 
again worked the balis toward the upper end 
of the table, and play position tinely he 
scored 36, missing when he had an easy draw 
to make. Vignaux followed with 1 and 
then missed a four-cushion venture, Daly 
took 1 for his trouble and sat down.

THE WEATHER, 


The Sunny South—North Caroliaa Vis- 
ited bya Wild March Storm of Sleet 
and Snow. 

RALEIGH, N. C., March 26.— [Special.] —In 
the midst of the beauty and blossoms of 
spring has come a snow-storm unprece- 
dented for this season. The weather had 
been very warm up to Thursday of last week. 
andon Friday there was a light snow-fall, 
with bitter cold weather. At noon Sunday 
a snow-storm began, which raged west of 
here for twenty-eight hours, ana here, with 
intermissions, tor sixteen hours. Reports 
from various parts of the State say that at 
Henderson twenty inches fell; at Greens- 
boro’, twenty-one inches; at Salem eighteen 
inches; and at other points from six to eight- 
een inches. There was also a heavy sleet at 
Kittrell's, where the snow-fall was very heavy. e 
‘The roof of the house was broken in by the 
weight. All the telegraph wires are down 
between Greensboro, N. C., and Danyille, 
Va. The fruit trees, peaches, and apples 
were all in bloom together. with flowers of 
all kinds, Japanese magnolias, etc. It is not 
thought that the fruit is greatly damaged by 
the cold weather. At Goldsboro no snow 
fell, and at Newbern, in the centre of the 
great fruit region of the State, there was 
neither snow nor sleet. The snow was looked 
upon with favor by the farmers, as it will 
benefit the heavy grain crops some. At 6 
o’clock this evening the storm ceased, and 
there are indications of a break up. At 
Raleigh the snowfall was very light, only a 
few inches.

INVESTIGATIONS. 
ILLINOIS CENTRAL. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., March 26.—[Special. ]— 
There is new cause for disturbance of the 
legisiative equilibrium. News comes from 
Chicago that the committee investigating the 
Illinois Central Railway have exceeded their 
authority by accepting an invitation to dine 
out at Pullman, and the virtuous members 
of the General Assembly fear the report they 
make will be flavored with the good things 
they had for dinner. There is pret- 
ty severe comment upon the action of 


the committee, as reported, it being con- 


tended that from appearances they have per- 
mitted themselves to be seriously compro- 
mised while in Chicago. It is considered so 
grave a breach of propriety as to demand of- 
ficial notice, and members have expressed 
themselves as prepared to supporta resolu- 
tion of censure if the conduct of the commit- 
tee has been as unwarranted as is repre- 
sented. Those whcse ideas oppose the 
course of the committee sav they were sent 
to investigate the books and accounts of the 
Illinois Central, and that instead of attend- 
ing to this duty they have employed the time 
in riotous living at the expense of a corpora- 
tion which was recently under investigation 
and whichis an acknowledged ally of the 
company against which the present inquiry 
is directed. ‘The fact that Mr. Varnell, who 
introduced the resolutions, and the Chairman 
of the committee, Crews, who 
had indicated a radical course of 
procedure against the IIIinois Central, 
were members of party makes 
the offense more aggravating. Senator ‘Tom 
Merritt is so mad about it he can’t stutter 
when he talks, and he urges such action by 
the House Finance Committee as will main- 
tain its dignity against any im utation of 
undue influence. The subject has been a 
topic of conversation all day, and members 
of the House have become ‘exceedingly 
curious to know what character of report 
the Investigating Committee will make. 
Those who anticipated nothing from the 
labors of the committee smile serenly at the 
situation, while the earnest supporters of 
Varnell’s resolution are trying to get rid of 
the impression that they voted to send a 
committee away to a big picnic.

% Zenobia ““ at McVicker’s Theatre. 

The audience at McVicker’s Theatre last 
night was one to which the hackneyed terms 
“brilliant and fashjonabie’’ are especially 
applicable. Released from the penances of 
Lent, society was eager for an opportunity 
to again participate in the world’s amuse- 
ments, and the performance of “ Zenobia’”’ 
furnished the occasion desired. The house 
was full, nut crowded, but with 
good seat taken. The demonstrations of ap- 
proval were numerous, floral tributes of all 
shapes, sizes, and patterns were abundant, 
and in at least one case the flower offering 
was superlatively ridiculous and inappro- 
priate. In the audience were noticed many 
of the leading musicians of the city, and 
the desire of the author to make this 
first representation of a lyric work dy a Chi- 
cago composer a notable musical event was 
carried into effect by the presence of an au- 
dience comprising the leading an pe ae 
tives both of fashonable society and of 
musical world. Mr. Pratt’s pluck and p the 
dence are jlittle short of marvelous, and he 
has again proved the truth of the old 
Latin maxim, that perseverance conuquors 
all obstacles. In spite of discouragements 
innumerable; of a marked untriendliness on 
the part of musicians wh» might have been 
expected to assist rather than to hinder; 
after repeated failures to induce op- 
eratic managers with organized com- 

anies to undertake the presentation’ of 
bis work: contending bravely and alone 
against disappointments, accidents, and a 
lack of sympathy that would have 
disheartened most any man, Mr. Pratt 
has finally succeeded in having his 
composition brought before the public;

The New York money market was reported 
easier, partly as a consequence of the disburse- 
ment Of $7,000,000 by the Treasury Department. 
This money, however, is scattered all over the 
country, probably less than one-sixth ot it going 
direct to New York, and the full influence of 
the payment onthe Eastern money market is 
not likely to be felt till the money has got 
around to that city. 
The New York stock market was dull yester- 
day, but generally stronger. Central Pacific was 
relatively weak, the news of rain in California 
evidentiy not being rewarded as very reassur- 
ing for railroad business on the Pacific - slope. 
Otherwise the market was appareitiy dovold of 
general interest. The tendency is to strength, 
on account ot good railroad earnings. the roads 
having been vory active for two or three weeks 
past in carrying grain eastward. 
Tne folks in Wall street remind one of the old- 
fashioned plays which are caliedciassic.

COMMERCIAL. 


The leading produce markets were rather 
quiet yesterday and irregularly steadier. Pro- 
visions ended about as they begun and grain av- 
eraged easier, but without real weakness. The day 
was a close holiday (Easter Monday) in Engiand. 
Hence there was no Britisn nows to stimulate 
the markets, and the news from the Paciiic 
slope was eonflieting. The news of rain iu Cali- 
fornia found an offset in the report that a biiz- 
zard was moving towards us from the north- 
west, the latter being oontradicted towards | 
o'clock, whfle the former was also denied, as far 
as the wheat-growing regions of California 
are concerned. Between these tatitalizing 
sets of affirmations there was plenty of room for 
uncertainty and opportunity for speculative 
trade, but the lack of foreign news made the 
majority of operators too uncertain to be will- 
ing to einbracé the opportunity. The business 
was largely of the scalping order all through. 

Provisions were rather quiet and relatively 
firm. Pork closed a sade easier than on Sat- 
urday, at $18.15 asked for Mey. Lard closed 2%c 
higher, at $11.26 asked for May, and short ribs 
closed easier at $9.82% bid for May. The mar- 
ket weakened about 7%c all round early in 
the day. though hogs were quoted 5@10c 
stronger, then recovered 7 on “ribs 
and la on other product, closing 
easier. The morning advance was supposed to be 
due t0 sympathy with tne firmer tone in grain, 
but there was no speculative demand to sus- 
tain prices. Jobbers reported a considerabie 
improvement in the demand for meats as com- 
pared with Saturday, and gre@i hams were in 
good reauest, selling close up to the price for 
sweet pickled. There were also rumors of an 
expurt demana for lard, but it did not show up 
in the reported transactions. A fair business 
was done in transfers of pork and lard for April 
into May. On the afternoon call the market was 
a shade firmer. 

Flour was very dull, and quotably easy. The 
market was alinost lifeless. Exporters said they 
never knew the market to be so flat as it has 
been fora few days past, and yesterday was 
about the worst. Eastern shippers and local 
buyers were equally indifferent about trading. 
Bran and other coarse milistuffs were easier. 

Wheat was quict and unsettied within narrow 
limits. The market vibrated several times be- 
tween $1.09% and $1.10% for May, and close@ at 
$1 09%, which was e below the latest official ”’ 
price of Saturday. April closed at about $1.04%, 
but anythiag on this side of May was little bet- 
ter than nominal all through the session. 
June was in a little better demand, 
and improved to 4 premium of 
le over May. There was no foreign news of im- 
portance, but New York was quoted firm. The 
market rege sage early on reports of rain in 
California, then turned, as it was stated that the 
rains had not fallen in the real wheat-growing 
regions, and wiggied subsequently, as other dis- 
patches sustalning both those views were aided 
to mystify by rumors of a biizzard in the North- 
west. The general effect of the news was weak- 
ening, but so many bud sold short, in the hope 
of being able to fill at lower prices when rain 
should come, that there Was not muchof the 
selling talent left, and some of the shorts filled 
because they became alarmed at finding 
that the market did not break as ex- 
pected. There was little outside business any- 
way, and the market was generally flat, stale 
and unprofitable. There was a light inquiry for 
car-lots, with ilttle change in prices. 
afternoon call the market was ‘gc higher, and 
cicsed on the Open Board at $1.10 bid for May. 

Corn was moderavely active ana rather ur- 
settled. It declined ue earls, then advanced 
e, and closed e below the latest prices of 
Saturday, at 55\%c for May and doe for April. 
Our recepts were rather large, but did not con- 
tain so great a proportion of the contract grades 
as in the latter part of last week. Sc. Louis was 
said to have received about 500 carloads, nearly 
ali of which was No.2, but were expected to 
drop to a lower point after this week, and some 
parties thought the same would prove true of 
Chicago. The Western feeling was te the éffect 
that the market hus gone about low enough, as 
country holders are not satisfied to accept re- 
duced prices; but New York orders were to sell. 
and the rather liberal offerinas further de- 
pressed quotations. There was a fair shipping 
demand for car lots, and they ruled relatively 
steady. In thé afternoon the market was a 
shade firmer. ö 

Oats were irregular, selling one time 6360 
above Saturday's latest prices, and subsequently 
dropping gene below those prices, the market 
closing about \c off, with the exception of May, 
which was steady at h above Saturday's final 
transactions. There was little call for spot or 
seller the month, No. 2 gilt-edged being quotable 


at 40c, and regular at ge. July ranged at 40% 


Gln., and the year sold early at We. Samples 
were steady. 

Rye was quiet and „e lower, No. 2 gilt-edged 
selling at 58c, with seller the month quotable at 
564% @56\%e, and April 57e. May delivery sold at 
Ne, and rejected was nominal at 48c, 

Barley wus inactive for store-lots, No. 2 being 
quotable at 780, and No. 3 at 400. Samples were 
a shade firmer, the receipts (37 cars) were mostly 
to arrive. 

There was fair activity in dry-goods circles, 
but the movement is not as brisk as it should be 
at this stage of the season, the cold weather re- 
tarding business. Clothing, millinery, and boots 
and shoes were going out in a fairly liberal way. 
The grocery market remains a little quiet. 
Sugars are weak. Sirups are firmer. Prices of 
dried fruits, fish, and canned goods ranged 
about as before. Butter was dull. Cheese com- 
manded full prices. Olls were quiet, with lin- 
seed tending upward. A reduction of Ic in 175 
test-carbon was the only change noted. 

Broom-corn is moving fairly at the prices 
ruling for the last month. Eggs continue 
easy, selling at 160 per doz. There was a fair 
demand for green fruits atthe prices current 
at the close of last week. Hides dull at the de- 
cine. Grease dull and lower, most kinds beg 
off Me. Potatoes steady at 60@65e per bu by the 
car-lot on track. Woot in fair demand and 
steady. Fiaxseed was firm and d bigter, se}l- 
ine at $1.42 on track. the advance is said to be 
due to the fact that the bulk of the seed here is 
sold fur shipment, and che quantity to come for- 
ward from the country is light. Clover-seed 
was tirm at $8.00@8.60 for common to prime. 
Hay dul, with timotby selling 50c lower than on 
Saturday. 

Operators in barley preserved an attitude of 
„ masteriy inactivity’’ yesterday as usual. * 

All through the autumu montbs and the first 
naif of Winter there was apparently a scarcity 
of butter: and prices Were maintained at an un- 
usually higu point, 35@40e being the prevailing 
figures. Early in the present month, thinking 
that prices had about reached the maximum, 
holdérs began to unload. Then it was suddenly 
discovered chat the country was full of butter. 


The cellars and * coolers’ were dumped of their 


stock and the market rapidiy declined 5080. 
Within the last few days tue market for tine 
butter has developed a slightly firmer tone, but 
no part of thé decline bas been fegained, and it 
is now too late to look for @ recovery. The ex- 
travawant prices of the last few months ha ve to 
a large extent kept exporters out of the field, 
the tutal exports for the ten months ending with 
February amounting to only about 7,500,000 Iba, 
as against 16,000,000 for the corresponding ten 
months of the pre tous year, aud if New York 
butter which six weeks ago was held at 1200 
has redentiy been sold by the ton at I0%1le. Had 
producers marketed their goods fresh from the 
churn ali the stock would bave gone into con- 
sumption at fair prices, and the present démor- 
alized state of the trade would not have existed. 

The Ciacinnati Commercial Gazette of last Sat- 
urday bas the following in a special article on 
the markets of that famous fountain city: 

Rye was apparently negiected, but the shorts 
who offered May at 64¢ on call wore sudpected 
of shivering around in the open market, and 
succeeding in cover a few more thousand 
busbe 7 it is stated that about one-half of 
the 60,000 bu short has been liquidated.

The Hinsdale-Doyle Granit Case * 
cided Against Cook 
County. 


Tle Rymal-McKay Row in ihe Cir- 
cuit Court—fhe Hunt for 
Divorces. 


A Snocessful Attempt to Break Jail 
Record of Judgments, New oe 
Suite, Ete. 


The Hinsedale-Dovice Granit Sulit, 

Judge Blodgett yesterday morning decided 
the case of the Hinsdale-Doyle Granit Gom- 
pany against the County of Cook to recover 
a balanee of about 840,000 claimed to be due 
for stone furnished on the new Court-House. 
The original contract was made June 4, 
1877, by which the company agreed to fur- 
nish a certain amount of stone, and 
it was claimed $3,795 was still due 
under that agreement. Besides there 
was a much larger Item for 
extras causgd by the alteration in the plans 
by which a much Jarger quantity ef granit 
was called for. The county put in a claim 
for a set-off on account of work called for 
in the contract, but which had not been fur- 
nished, It was also charged that the County 
Commissioners had not ordered or ratitied 
the extra work, and hence the county was 
under no legal obligations to pay for it. 

The Judee, after reciting the facts at 
length and discoursing. on the points in- 
volved, said the elim of the county for 
work omitted had not been proved. The 
company had done the work and furnished 
tlie material called for in the original plan 
and specification, and in addition a large 
amount of extra work. The only question was 
whether the Board of County Commissioners 
was bound by the Instructions of the archi- 
teet to the contractor. Ins granit company 
had furnished or performed all the extra 
work it asked pay for, except the ltem of the 
enclianeed cost of the large stones over 
sinall ones. The Judge said he did not 
think that item should be allowed, but the 
company was entitled to recover the rest of 
its bill. He thought the attorneys for the 
two parties ought to be able to settle the 
rest of the case themselves after the intima- 
tion he had given of his views. The differ- 
ence in the valuations among the witnesses 
for the respective sides varied from $12,000 
to $30,000, but the parties interested: ought 
to be able to agree on some amicable settle- 
ment. The county having had the benefit of 
the extra work, ought to be willing to pay 
for it. Even though the architect 
might have arrogated an und ne portion of 
authority to himself it seemed hardly fair for 
the county to be unwilling to pay for work 
done for its benefit. 

The attorness in the case seemed to be 
willing to meet and try to make some ami- 

cable arrangement. and the ease was allowed 
to stand for the present, noorder being made 
until it cin be seen whether it will be neces- 
sary to enter any formal decree, 


"The Rymal-MecKay Imbrogiio. 

Late yesterday afternoon a motion for in- 
junction and receiver was made before Judge 
Moran in the case of Peter II. Rymal against 
Wiltfait F. McKay and others. The interest 
centered hot so much in the arguments asin 
the parties, who were ali present in court, 
Mr. aud Mra. MeKay sat lovingly side by 
side as contented as a newly-married couple, 
but 1 could be seen stealing side 
giances at Mrs. Rymal, who satin an ante- 
room with her little girl, The two ladies 
kept as far apartas possible, and carefully 
avoided any recognition of each other’s pres- 
ence. Rymal also sat by himself, evidentiy 
ou very bad terms 1 re wife. 

The bill was read by! . Payne, and 
Mr. Tourtellotte then 83 K affidavits 
tor the detense, but Mr. Payne objected 
because he had not been served with copies. 
The affidavit of Mrs, Rymal set out that her 
husband, Mr. Rymal, did not own any of the 
stock of the American Food Compaty, and 
had not owned the patents under which the 
food was made since he went into bank- 
ruptey in 1878. Even office furni- 
ture in the company's  ofiice was 
not his, but had previously belonged 
to a former company. 0 She denied that she 
had moved to the Michigan avenue residence 
without his knowledge, but claimed he had 
assisted in the removal. As to the charge 
that she and McKay conspired to get Ry mal 
drunk, she claims she had no hand in it, and 
that the police, attracted by Rymal’s noise, 
had of their own volition carried him off to 
the police station. Aflidavits were also filed 
by George Rymal, Thomas A. Goodnow, and 
John Broughton corroboratiaz Mrs. Rymal’ + 
view of the case. After some discussion the 
case was postponed until next Monday, and 
the defendants were required to serve copies 
of their affidavits on the complainant’s at- 
torney. 

Mrs. Rymal does not admit that McKay 
has deserted heror her cause. She claims 
he is just now under the control of his wife, 
whois so jealous she will not allow him to 
be in any Woman’s society, and that McKay, 
though not intending to take an active part, 
— be found on her side when the trial takes 
place. 


Louis Burmeister at Last Gets Out of 
Jalil. 

Judge Smith was occupied all day yester- 
day in hearing the habeas corpus case of 
Louis Burmeister. The latter had been ar- 
rested on a ca. sa, and subsequently tried to 
schedule out under the Insolvent Debtor’s 


act, but Judge Loomis remanded him to 
jail on the ground that he had failed to 
make a proper schedule, and had fraudu- 
lently disposed of some of his prop- 
erty to - defraud his ereditors. Bur- 
meister apvealed to the Cireuit 
Court, and Judge Barnum, though notisatis- 
fied that the prisoner had fraudulently dis- 
— of a portion of his estate, yet remanded 

iim to ‘jail on another ground, Burmeister 
then filed a petition for habeas corpus, and 
Judge Smith held that Judge Barnum’s 
order was erroneous. A Circuit Court was 
simply a court ot appeal to eonfirm or re- 
verse the order of the County Court in whole 
or part, and give such directions to the Coun- 
ty Court as were necessary to do justice. The 
latter court could not order a prisoner into 
custody under such circumstances any more 
than a Justice of the Peace. Burmeister's 
imprisonment was, therefore, illegal, 
would have to be released. 


Divorces, 

Some months ago Alice Moore filed a bill 
in the Circuit Court against her husband, 
Dr. Willis F. Moore, asking for a divorce on 
the ground of cruelty. She failed to make 
out her ¢ase, and Judge Tuley dismissed her 
bill. Yesterday she filed her bill for separate 
maintenance on the ground of desertion. She 

says she was married on the id of Septem- 
ber, 1880, and ſtved with him until 
about March, 1882, but suffered from 
his eruelty. He finally broke up housekeep- 
ing and sent her home to her parents at 
Janesville, Wis., but she refused to go. He 
is a physician, having an office at No. 2204 
Areher avenue, and earning upwards of 
84.000 a year, but refuses to support her 
here, claiming that his residence is in Jahes- 
ville. She claims to wish to live with him 
again, but as he will not allow her to do so 


she asks that he — be compelled to give 


her a Suitable support. 

Alice Merry filed a bill for divoree from 
Thomas Merry, charging him with druaken- 
less. 

Norah II. Lincoln also asked for a divorce 
from William C. Lincoln fot the same cause. 

Judge Moran yesterday granted a divorce 
to Susan Anderson from James Anderson 
on the ground of drunkenness and cruelty, 
and to Carrie Dietzins from Reinhold Diet- 
zins on the ground of desertion.

A New Route Between Chicago and 
Indianapolis and Cincinnati. 

The Indianapolis & Chicago Air-Line was 
formally opened yesterday between Indian- 
apolis and Delphi, and it will be but a short 
time when trains will be running through 
over the line between Indianapalis and 
Chicago. The road, which belongs to 
the Louisville, New Aibany & Chicago 
Company,is well built. and will be thoroughly 
equipped.

Sr. Paut, Minn., March 24.—[Speeial.]—

Texas, Topolobampo & Pacific Railway, of 
which the Senator is President. 
make the fifth line of steel to compete for 
the trade of China, Japan, the East Indies, 
Australia, and the islands of the Pacific and 
Indian Oceans. It is asserted this new route 
will be shorter than any of its more northern 
rivals, though it remains to be seen whether 
it will have any Mexican difliculties to con- 
tend with from which the American 
lines are free. In 1872 Albert K. 
Owen. a civil engineer connected 
with Gen. William Palmer's Railroad 
survey, had occasion to examine the Pacific 
coast of Northern Mexico, together with the 
Cordilleras and central plateau. His atten- 
tiou was called to the harbor of Topolobam- 
po, which was regarded as one of superior 
excellence, and the lands adjacent thercto 
were purchased by Dr. Benjamin R. Car- 
man, of Mazatlan, Mexico. Congressional 
action was sought, but not secured, and then 
Mr. Owen organized a company in Boston. 
and it became duly incorporated under the 
laws of Massachusetts. The route was 
thoroughly surveyed from two points in Rio 
Grande, at Presidio del Norte, and Eagle Pass, 
not far from San Antonio, to a point of 
junction at a town in Northern Mexico 
called Pamal, from which point a trunk line 
is carried through the mountains to the Pa- 
cific to Topolobampo. Another or fourth 
branch extends along the Pacific coast from 
the southern terminus of the Sonora Rail- 
way to Mazatian, where connection is made 
with the whole system of Mexican railways. 
The Mexican Government was then enlisted 
in the enterprise, ahd a contract was entered 
into on the 18th of June, 1882, which 
gives privileges to construct and op- 
erate for ninety-nine years with the 
branches, report to be made in three years 
of the fine chosen. At the end of 
the term the road is to go to the Mexican 
Government with all telegraph lines, rolling- 
stock, etc., at a cash price to be fixed by arbi- 
trators, tne company to have the privilege to 
rent the road from the Government if desira- 
ble. One million capital is to be subscribed 
at once, and work to be finished in ten years. 
To aid in the construction of lines of railway 
the Mexican Government binds itself to give 
$8,064 for each mile of road con- 
structed and approved by the Secretary 
of Public Works, payments of the 
subsidy to commence as soon as 
twenty-five miles shall be constructed 
and approved, and thereafter as fast as six 
miles shall be completed and 3 A 
right of way 227 teet in width is conceded by 
the Government, National lands which may 
be required to the extent stated, and also for 
wharves, stations, buildings, and other im- 
provements, are to be donated to the com- 
pany without any cost whatever. In addi- 
tion to this the company may take from the 
public domain any wood or any material re- 
quired to build or operate the road. The 
company agrees to locate a city in 
Bay Topolobampo named Gonzalez, the Gov- 
ernment ceding rights in the same. The 
Government is also granted the right to 
string two telegraph-wires upon the com- 
pons 's poles, and a submarine telegraph is to

Rallroad Lands in the North west. 

Sr. PauL, Minn., March 24.—/Special.— 
Land Commissioner Drake, of the St. Paul & 
Sioux City Railway, was much exercised over 
the telegram announcing the recent decision 
by the Land Commissioner, and says in an 
interview, a correspondent asserts, that 
“should the decision of the Commissioner of 
the Generai Land Office in the case of Mrs.

And 
be it further enacted, that ali the lands here- 
tofore granted to the Tergitory and State of 
Minnesota to aid in the construction of rail- 
roads shall be certified to said State by the 
Secretary of the lnterior from time to time, 
whenever any of said railroads shall be definirt- 
ly located,’ ete. Sec. 5. Beit further enacted, 
that so much of any act as conflicts with tha 
provisions of this actis hereby repealed.’ It 
is manifest that the act of July 15, 1866, su- 
persedes afid nullifies the act of March 3, 
1865,”’ 

Commissioners Powers, of the Manitoba 
Road, and Lambson, of the Northern Pacific, 
say they cannot be in any way affeeted by 
the decision.

ing that it should be taxea in some way, and 
* rental was the most direct way to get 
At it. 

Ald. ‘Altpeter was satisfied with the ordi- 
nance.. The Exposition Building was a pub- 
lic institution, and should be sustained by the 
city. The ground occupied by it was put to 
better use than the rest of the park, which 

was a positive nuisance. He would be glad 
to give the whole park to the company if it 
would be put to so good a use as the ground 
now occupied by it. 

Ald. Sweeney moved to place the whole 
matter on file. 

Ald. Cullerton moved the previous ques- 
tion, and Ald. Hildreth rose to a question of 
privilege to exonerate himself from tne 
charges made against him as Chairman of 
the committee. He said that he had been in- 
structed to draw up the report by the com- 
mittee, and it did not grant to the company 
any extra ground. 

Ald, Geohegan denied that the report had 
been acted upon by the committee. 

The motion to refer it back to the commit- 
tee was lust, Ald. Geohegan only voting for it. 

Ald. Lawler moved to concur in the report. 
He was going to vote against it, but the mo- 
tion was the proper one on which to put the 
Council on record.
